GENERALS EXCHANGE NOTES. 
BOMBARDMENT OF HOSPITALS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
TOKIO, Dec. 17, 4 p.m.—A report re- 
ceived from the headquarters of the 
Japanese army besieging Port Arthur 
says that the following letters from 
Lieut.-Gen. Stoessel to Gen. Nogi 
reached headquarters at 8 o'clock on 
the evening of December 15: 

“IT have the honor to inform you that 
your artillery is bombarding our hos- 
pitals, which are plainly distinguished 
by Red Cross flags. These insignia are 
Visible from your artillery positions. 
“I request you to prohibit this bom- 
bardment. I make this request because 
of the high esteem for our brave heroes 
who lie wounded in our hospitals un- 
der the Red Cross. Among these heroes 
are some Japanese wounded. 

“I avail myself of this opportunity 
to convey to you the assurances of my 
high respect.” 

The second letter said: 

“I hereby intrust the bearer, Bar- 
ashoff Langa, Hunt Master to the Em- 
peror of Russia and superintendent of 
the Red Cross, to negotiate with Your 
Excellency in oréer to remove the hos- 
pitals outside the dangerous zone dur- 
ing the bombardment. 

“It is needless to say we have respect 
for your right to promote the success 
of vour operations.” 

Penciled on the envelope containing 
the letters was the following: 
“Barashoff Langa will come to the 
same place on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 16 to receive your reply.”

OAD OF GOLD 
IN AUTOMOBILE. 


LITTLE SECRET ABOUT FENNER’S 
RECORD TRIP. 


There's an exciting litle secret about 
the record-breaking automobile trip of 
F. C. Fenner up the side of Old Baldy. 

That automobile came down through 
a tramp-infested road loaded with 
$2500 worth of pure gold from the 
mines. Which was one of the reasons 
why Fenner humped some - 

Which fs also one of the reasons why 
Fenner bought the automobile from 
— wee agency on his return to the 


th gold. As for 
holdups, one might as well hold up a 
streak of daylight. 

Fenner’s trip was an astonishing 
thing In automobile history. 

In seven hours and twenty-five min- 
utes Fenner in a White touring car 
driven by H. D. Ryws traveled 110 
miles over desert, across streams, over 
mountain roads, making an elevation 
of 7000 feet; no accidents. During the 
last mile and a half they made a rise 
of 800 feet. 

Mr. Fenner, who is a local mining 
man, gives the most interesting ac- 
count of it himself. He. said: 

“Our eastern friends would 
believe it if we were to tell them that 
it were possible out here to leave sea 
level at 7 o'elock in the morning and 
at 4 o'clock that afternoon arrive at 
an elevation of 7000 feet. 

“This trip was made at a season of 
the year when the roads are particu- 

dry. dusty and heavy. 

“We left Second and Spring streets 
at 7 o'clock in the morning on the 15th 
day of December in a new White auto 
touring car. This car had never been 
driven before. 

“We went out by the way of Holly- 
wood and arrived there in just twenty- 
five minutes. From there over Ca- 
huenga Pass the car behaved well, but 
the roads were very sandy and heavy 
between Toluca and the San Fernando 
roid, which we encountered about two 
miles to the northwest of Burbank. 

“We arrived at San Fernando at 8:15 
o'clock and stayed there twenty-five 
minutes to fix the foot brake on the 
machine, which was dragging and hot 
on account of it being too tightly ad- 
justed. 

“Leaving San Fernando at §:35 a.m. 
we struck the Newhal 8:55 
oclock. This is a hard pull: the 
over it with no trouble, 

r speed only being limited by the 
sation of the read, which was rocky 
and rough on the south slope of the 


pass. 
“We took the road up the Soledad 
—— arriving et Lang Station at 


-* road from Lang up the cafion 
for about ten miles is very sandy and 
in several places we had stretches of 
water in the creek for twenty yards at 
a time. Once the water was so deep 
that it came up over the steps on the 
machine; still we did not stop and in 
fact did not get out of our peats till 
we reached Acton, at 11:35. 

“Here we rested ten minutes and 
léoked the machine over. Leaving Ac- 
ton at 11:45 we reached Vincent, the 
top of the range at 12:15. Vincent has 
an elevation of 2650 fe@#® above sea 
level. From there it was down hill 
for eight miles to Palmdale, which 
we reached at 12:35. 

“We had a good dinner at Paimdale 
and left there at 1:25 p.m. for Shoe- 
maker's Ranc.:, on Big Rock Creek. 
The road rungs out over the Mojave 
Desert and the distance from Palm- 
dale to Shoemaker'’s Ranch is twenty- 
four miles. We reached Bhoemaker's 
Ranch—elevation 4000 feet—at 2:4 p. 
m., and ee at. 3:10 p.m. for the 

ine. 

“The road runs right up Big Rock 
Creek and is in first-class condition, 
with the exception of being sandy and 
heavy in a few places. In the first 
three and one-half miles of this road 
the increase in elevation Is eet, and 
from there to the summi: the San 
Gabriel Range the rise ir a abrupt. 
In the last mile and a half this road 
takes you up 800 feet. 

“The divide between the head ‘of 
Rock Creek and ‘the head of San Ga- 
brie! River has an elevatiaqn of 7000 
feet. The road crosses this divide and 
the machine was at the summit at 4:06 
p.m. Making the total time from Los An- 
geles nine hours and five minuies and 
deducting stops for dinner, etc.. of one 
hour and forty minutes, made our 
actual running time seven hours and 
twenty-five minutes, in which we cov- 
ered a distance of nearly 110 miles, 
or at an average speed of just about 
fifteen miles per hour 

“We left the summit of the San Ga- 
briel Range at 8 p.m., *n elevation 
as I sald before of 7000 feet, and ar- 
rived at Paimdale at 10:35 p.m., a dis- 
tance of thirty-three miles, and at 
night. This included a stop of twenty- 
five minutes at Shoemaker’s Ranch. 

“We gtayed at Palmdale all night and 
left there for Los Angeles at 8 a.m.. 
December 16. Arrived in Los Angeles 
at 12:45 p.m., having made the run from 
Palmdale in four hours and forty-five 
minutes, the distance being seventy 
miles. 

“We were delayed several times com- 
ing down, once for fifteen minutes by 
& band of horses on the road and an- 
other time for fifteen minutes waiting 
for teams on the Newhall grade.” 

Mr. Fenner says that coming 
through Newhall Pass, they came 
through a caravan of the most vicious- 
looking heboes he ever saw, headed 
for Los Angeles.

THEORYOF 
THE RIFLE. 


Target and Military ‘Arms 
Compared by Expert. 


Purposes of Rifling and the 
Meaning of “Drift.” 


Our Krag-Jorgensen a Good 
Long-distance Gun. 


BY DR. W. G. HUDSON.

Target shooting as a sport has deen 
more or less sharply divided Into match 
rife shooting and military rifle shoot- 
ing. The points in which the match 
rifie differs from the military are its 
lighter trigger pull, finer sights, and 
better finish; and, in addition, various 
departures from military style are al- 
lowed in the way of special attach- 
ments, buttplates, heavier weight of 
barrel, etc. The match riffle also is de- 
veloped with accuracy as its chief aim, 
Pand accuracy at the particular distance 
it is to be mased, while the military 
rife has to be adapted to al! ranges. 
and be strongly bulit and serviceable 
under adverse conditions, even if ai 
the expense of some accuracy. 

In view of these considerations, it is 
scarcely to be ~wondered at that the 
target rifie developed with the sole ob- 
ject of shooting from the off-hand po- 
sition at 200 yards, as in vogue by the 
n-American (®€huetzen) clubs, 


range match and military rifle. 
Schuetzen rifle has changed but little in 


many years, and in its present form 
is probably as near ection for its 
as it possi to get. Most 


of the modern betiiote rifies still use 
Diack powder, and in the finest Amer- 
ican makes the bullet is pushed down 

the muzzle as in the old muzsgzle- 
loading rifles. They are extremely ac- 
curate, and the shooting is generally 
done on sheltered ranges: so that this 
kind of shooting brings the game down 
to merely one of skiliful polding. 
On the other hand, the long-range 
match rifle has of late years ap- 
proached more and more closely to the 
military, so much so that most of the 
match rifies now in use in England are 
merely military rifles fitted with fine 
target sights. Skill in shooting at the 
long ranges, whether with military or 
match rifles, involves not only good 
holding, but also a knowledge of the 
effects of gag hy ing factors, such as 
changes of ht, wind, barometric 
pressure, tempernture, etc. 

TARGET RIFLE'S VALUE. 

It must not be supposed, however, 
that Schuetzen rifle shooting is of no 
value to rifiemen who aspire to honors 
with the military or long-range rifles. 
It has the advantage of using very 
cheap ammunition, it is generally done 
on ranges provided with facilities that 
insure comfort to the shooter during 
even the coldest and most disagreeable 
weather, and it is the Sest possible 
training for fine holding. Therefore it 
is far better for the rifleenan who would 
keep in practice to shoot fifty or a hun- 
dred shots at 200 yards. say once a 
week or two weeks during the winter 
with a Schuetzen rifle than to abandon 
the e alto ether during cold 
weat There are a large number of 
rifiemen who confine them- 
selves almost entirely to this kind of 
shooting, and who are nevertheless 
very well posted and skillful riflemen, 
able to take up other branches of rifle 
shooting at short notice; and their 
skill in holding. and intimate knowl- 
edge of'many technicalities of the rifle 
learned by long and careful practice 
with thelr own weapons, certain! put 
them far tn the lead of the novice. no 
matter what other branch of rifle 
shooting they adopt. 

HIGHEST DEVELOPMENT. 

Tt is in long-range shooting, un- 
doubtedly, that the rifleman finds the 
highest development of the sport. And 
in late years, since the — of the 
modern rifle 
power and small caliber, it is gratify- 
ing to note, In our American 43 WéTl as 
in the British weapon, that the military 
and match rifle have approached very 
near to each other. In the old black- 
powder days the match rifie, with its 
paper-patched bullet, heavy charge of 
powder, and necessity of cleaning after 
each shot, was a far different weapon 
than the military rifie. In those days, 
to attempt to shoot 1000 yards with a 
military rifle would have been consid- 
ered the height of folly. But now there 
is little difference in the scores made 
with match and military rifles at these 
long ranges. I . our Krag. when a 
good barrel can be selected and wh 
th? drag is removed from the triggé@r 
pull, is. in the opinion of many expert 
rifiemen, fully capable at the mid and 
long ranges of holding its own against 
the finest match rifies that can be pro- 
duced. There are few target sights 
that afford better aiming than the 190! 
miodel Krag sight. and while it is true 


that the target sights as a rule are 


should differ #0 much from the long- 


further apart and adapted to the back 
position, the modern high-power rifle 
seems to shoot so much better from the 
prong position as to moresthan com- 
pengate for any slight advantage the 
target sights might thus gain over our 
military sight. A glance over the rec- 
ords of those long-range matches of 
recent years that have been open to 
both military and match rifie will show 
that in 90 per cent. of the matches the 
Krag has come out victorious. Indeed, 
the remarkable development of accu- 
racy in the American high-power riffe 
within the past: few years has not been 
due to any particular refinement inethe 
weapon or sights, but solely to the im- 
provement in the bullet and in the 
more uniform measuring of powder 
charzes. 
IMPLEMENT OF SCIENCE. 

To deal understandingly with the dif- 
ferences that have taken place In rifles 
since the adoption of the high-power 
principle, it will be necessary to look a 
little into the principles governing ail 
rifies. A rifle may be regarded as an 
implement embodying all the resources 
of science and art in the effort to 
throw a projectile far, swiftiy and ac- 
ecurately. The projectile is acted upon 
by the natura! forces precisely ay is a 
stone when thrown from the hand, the 
differences, due to the higher velocity 
of the bullet, being In degree and not in 
kind, The mystery that In the minds of 
the uninitiated Is supposed to attend 
the flight of a bullet is chiefly due te 
the fact that the bullet cannot under 
ordinary circumstances he observed in 
its flight and its motion watched, like 


the stone. 
The first thi that may be taken as 
true of all projectiles, no matter how 


thrown, is that they fall toward the 
earth as soon as the support is re- 
moved from them, just the same as 
though they were not projectiles. But 
even while they are falling, the energy 
applied is driving them ahead. From 
this it will be clear that ho weapon, 
bowever powerful, can drive a bullet 
so fast that it will go in a straight line 
—Iit immediately begins to fall as soon 
as it leaves the barre!, unless the latter 
has been directei upward to some ex- 
tent. in which case, besides its forward 
motion, it will rise until the upward 
force also imparted to it has been ex- 
pended, and then begin to fall accerd- 
ing to the well-known law of falling 
bodies—slowly at first. but faster the 
further it falis. The flight of a bullet, 
therefore, is always in a curved line. 

It does not seem as though air would 
offer much resistance to the vassage of 
a body through it. but anyon» who has 
ridden a bicycle knows that it does. 
Moreover, the resistance of the air in- 
creases much more than proportiton- 
ately with the speed of the moving 
body. for if the speed be doubled, the 
resis'ance will be more than quad- 
rupled. The air, therefore, becomes a 
much more potent factor in retarding 
the progress of a bullet than of the 
stone thrown from the hand, even 
though, we'ght for weight. the builet 
presents less sectional area. The for- 
ward motion of the projectile, there- 
fore, will become slower the furthcr it 
travels, while its failing speed is con- 
tinually increasing owing to the laws 
of gravity, and for this reason the fur- 
ther it goes the ‘more curved will be 
its flight, unti] at last it drops to the 
ground. 

WHY LEAD FOR BULLETS... 

It is evident that the greater we'ght 
a bullet has in proportion to its sec- 
tional area the less will be the degree 
of the resistance op to tt by the 
air, other things being equal. An ath- 
lete could not throw a cork as far as a 
boy could a piece of lead of the same 
size and shape. Therefore the heaviest 
available material—lead—is used in the 
manufacture of the rifle bullets. 
the same reason the modern bullet 
maintains its velocity much better than 
the old round bullet used in the musket 
and early muzzile-jloading rifle. 

But when a bullet is made’ loneer 
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than its dlameter, some means must be . 


taken to insure ite flying in the direc- 


tion of its long axis—point on. This is. 
the object of the spiral grooves that, 


are cut on the inside of a rifle barrel, |

When we increase/the proportionate 
length of ovr bullets and use a quicker 
twist of rifling, it becomes necessary 
to harden the bullet by the addition of 
tin or antimony, so that it will hold on 
to the rifling and not be blown stratght 
through the barrel without following 
the grooves—stripping riflemen call it. 
But when we reach a certain point in 
lengthening the bullet and increasing 
the pitch of the rifling. no alloy of lead 
is sufficient to give good results.

Christmas concerts were somewhat 
regular in New England after this 
time, for not only did the Handel end 
Haydn Society give them, but other 
societies and cities followed the Bos- 
ton lead. Our forefathers were pa- 
tient as regards programmes in the 
early days, for the concerts bevan at 
6 c’clock and lasted well into the 
night. The Handel Society of Salem, 
for example, gave a concert on Christ- 
mas Eve, 1817 (thev called it “An 
Oratorio, at the Baptist Meeting 


sisted of fifty-nine numbers sele-ted 
from the works of a dozen European 
and American composers. One quo- 
tation from the advertisement in the 
Salem Gazette may strike the modern 
reader strangely: 

“Tickets may be obtained at Cuch- 
ing & Appleton’s, Henry Whipple's 
and S. West’e book stores, and at the 
bar of the Essex Coffee-House. Price, 
thirty-seven and a half cents.” 

This is a most unexpected applica- 
tion of the “bar” in music! 

During the nineteenth century the 
Christmas music took firm root in the 
United States, but before that time, 
as may be seen from the foregoing 
data, it was but desultory and spo- 
radic. Our country has grown in re- 
ligious as in other music; early preju- 
dices have subsided, and today every 
part of the land joins heartily in 
singing “Peace on Barth! Good will 
to men!""—[{The Etude.

HOW NOT TO CATCH COLD. 

People are more likely to catch 
cold in the back than they are gener- 
ally aware of, and if neglected may 
prove a serious matter.

But it does not follow that the 
things best said and best written are 
most studied. Words should serve 
the fact, and not substitute them- 
selves for it and make it forgotten in 
its embellishment. The _ greatest 
things are those which gain the most 
by being said most simply, «ince thus 
they show themselves for what they 
are; you do not throw over them the 
veil, however transparent, of beauti- 
ful discourse, nor that shadow so fatal 
to. truth, called the writer's vanity. 
Nothing so strong, nothing so  per- 
suasive as simplicity! There are sa- 
cred emotions, cruel griefs, splendid 
heroisms, passionate enthusiasms 
that a look, a movement, a cry inter- 
prets better than beautifully rounded 
periods. The most precious posses- 
sions of the heart of humanity mani- 
fest themselves most simply. To be 
convincing, a thing must be true, and 
certain truths are more evident when 
they come in the speech of ingenn- 
than when 
they fall from lips too well trained, or 
are prociaimed with trumpets. And 
these rules are good for each of us in 
his every-day life. No one can imag- 
ine what profit would accrue to his 
moral life from the constant observa- 
tion of this principle: Be sincere, 
moderate, simple in the expression of 
your feelings and opinions, in private 
and public alike; never pass beyond 
bounds, give out faithfully what is 
within you, and, above all, watch— 
that is the main thing.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

THE UNITED STATES: A HISTORY OF 

HREE CENTURIES. By William E&ta- 
brook Chancellor and Fletcher Willis Hewes. 
In ten parts. Part I: 1607-1607. G. P. Put- 
mam's Sons, New York. 

One hardly knows whether to find 
the 


tion of four exhaustive histories cover- 
ing the identical feild. Competition, as 
@ rule, may be regarded as a thing to 
be desired, a sort of tonic. It gives 
tone, it forces to flight sluggishness, 
it elevates standards. Competition in 
bookmaking and bookselling is as good 
as competition in what we regard as 
more strictly commercial lines. But 
in the field of literature competition 
May cease to do good. There was un- 
doubtedly a need for a large history of 
the United States. The American His- 
torical Association many years ago, 
gave expression to this want. That 
society, composed of the most learned 
historians of this country, even went 
so far as to contemplate the publica- 
tion under its auspices of an exhaus- 
tive work on the history of our coun- 
try. After deliberation, however, it 
Was thought better that the associa- 
tion should not assume the responsibil- 
ity of supervising the production and 
the publication of such a large work, 
and the scheme was abandoned. A 
Prominent historian connected with a 
northern university and another con- 
nected with what might be termed a 
southern university—ihe Johns Hop- 
kins—took up the suggestion as in- 
dividuals. he result was that the 


some of the brilliancy that surrounds 
the life of Napoleon. Had the English- 
man soldier and statesman met a less 
formidable foe, his victory might not be 
aa conspicuously recorded in the pages 
of history. Yet, even though the career 
of Wellington might not win for him 
among those competent to judge an 
acknowledgment of being among the 
world’s greatest military leaders, with 
the people his name stands for one of 
the foremost generals in the annals of 
modern history. His inclusion, there- 
fore, in ‘“‘Heroes of the Nations” series 
is accepted as of course. The work is 


from the pen of the late William 
O'Connor Morris, sometime scholar of 
Oriel College ford. The present 


volume may be regarded as comple- 
mentary to the author's earlier study 
on Napoleon, than which few works in 
this series have enjoyed a wider popu- 
larity. Wellington is here treated 
mainly as a soldier: and, In telling the 
story of his life, the author has taken 
the opportunity of discussing a number 
of disputed questions in the history of 
the Peninsular and Waterloo cam- 
paigns. The book is written in Judge 
Morris’s characteristic style. It is 
pledging, entertaining, and remarkably 
Sane. “More than half a century has 
elapsed,”’ writes our author, “since the 
death of Wellington; eighty-eight years 
since he fought his last battle at Wa- 
terloo. His figure stands out in the 
light of history: an impartial estimate 
of his career has become possible. It 
was the fashion of his day, in England, 
to compare Nim with Napoleon; but no 
masters of war were more completely 
different; Wellington was not a mili- 
tary genius of the first order."” And in 
his volume Judge Morris succeeds won- 
derfully weil in giving that impartial 
estimate of which he wrote. To him 
Wellington was hardiy as great a tac- 
ticlan as Marlborough: he did not 
achieve anything equal to Blenheim

But even that two his- 
toiries should have been projected into 
the same field was a matter for regret 
It now seems, however, that two sub- 
sequent works of the same class were 
started, and today there are appearing 
the initial volumes of four extensive 
histories of our country. 

While one need not regret the pro- 
duction of good historical works, the 
circumstances in the present case are 
not usual. Works of this class repre- 
sent a great outlay and an enormous 
responsibility for publishers. The lim- 
iting of the success of any one series 
~which is caused by the others in the 
game field—will act against publishers 
who under ordinary conditions would 
be willing to invest their money in 
such works. The public, too, fs bound 
to suffer. The demand created by 
agents of one work is often satisfiec 
—that is so far as is possible—by 
works of an inferior clags that depend 
for their success of their ability to act 
as substitutes at reduced prices. 

The series edited by Albert Dush- 
nell Hart, Ph. D., is just coming from 
the press—that is the first five vol- 
The series edited by Guy Car- 
leton Lee, Ph. D., is well under way 
of publication. The third series is 
that of which we have the first volume 
before us. It is written by but two 
guthors—while both the Hart and Lee 
series have an author for each of the 
individual volumes—neither one of 
wiliom is very well-known among the 
students of history.

“The United States: A History of

tnam’s Sons. The ten volumes will 
@ach cover one of the following per- 
fods: Colonization. Colonie! Union, 
Revolution and Constitution, The 
Early Republic, Industrial Awakening, 
The Great Debate, Civil War and Re- 
construction, The New North and New 
South, Economic Crises, and a World 
Power. 

The work, judged from the initial 


volume, has both its advantages and ‘ 


its drawbacks. The first fault to be 
found with ft is that which the Amer- 
fean Historical Society feared in a 
work by but one author that should 
attempt exhaustvely to treat the his- 
tory of many periods. No historian is 
competent to write really uuthorita- 
tively regarding the entire three cen- 
turies of our national history. Auth- 
ors may write of these periois in a 
fashion, but their work assumes rather 
the effect of compilation from other 
authorities than the stamp of original- 
ity. It requires the average historian 
a considerable time to acauaint him- 
self with just one phase of American 
history. When, therefore, two auth- 
ors set out to cover the entire field of 
American history, even with the best 
preparation, we need expect little more 
than an expansion o% the histcries al- 
ready in the market. The second draw- 
back in the present work, ani 2 more 
serious one, is the arrangement that 
is proposed for the volume. Each vol- 
ume is to be divided into four subdi- 
visions or sections: 1, Yopulsrion and 
Politics: 2, War and Conquest; 3, In- 
dustry and Commerce: 4 Civilizaticn. 
There are other olomisnes ir the work, 
as was to be expected, though taken 
all In all the volurres in thei- entirety 
will prove a vaiucable reference work 
on American history. The _ illustra- 
tions, consisting almost entirely of 
maps, are admirabe. They are help- 
ful. full of suggestions, anil of incsti- 
mable value to the historical student. 
It is the professed purpose o/ the 
authors to present in the history, in 
a comprehensive and carefully pro- 
portioned narrative, an cecount of the 
beginnings of the nations existence 
and of the succesive stages In the evo- 
lation of our distinctive national qual- 
jes and institutions. The record wiil 
cover the events from the beginning of 
the colonization of the continent tn 
1607 to the close of 190%. The history 
includes, in addition to the record of 
political events, of the wars connected 
with these, of the expansion of ter- 
ritory, and of the growth of ponula- 
tion, carefully proportioned stuties of 
the development of the people in indus- 
try. in commerce, in education, and in 
literature, and of the varying phases 
of religious life of the people in its 
successive phases. Part I of the pres- 
ent volume—population and politics— 
contains eiehteen chapters and covers 
nearly three hundred and fifty pages. 
Part 11—War—is made up of but two 
chapters. one devoted to the wars with 
the Indians. and the second chanter to 
King William's War. Industry, or 
Part III, contains seven chapters, 
treating on colonial manufactures, fron 
and steel shipbuilding. textilee. minor 
manufactures, and trade, transporta- 
tion and finance. Under the head of 
Civilization, in Part IV, we have chap- 
ters devoted to Religion ry 
Literature, an a .

the genius of Frederick the Great at 
Leuthen: but he was a much eafer anc 


such mistakes as were made at Kolin 
and Torgau. But whether on the offen- 
sive or the defensive, and especially 
when he had a position to hold, he 
proved himself to be a great master of 
tactics. He was not superior at Assaye 
to Clive at Plassy: but in boldly attack- 
ing he took the right course; his move- 
ments in battle were very fine; he 
plucked safety and victory from great 
apparent danger. His passage of the 
Douro, under the beard of Soult, was 
an operation of admirable skill and re- 
source; had he been properly seconded 
the distinguishd Marshal would, not 
improbably, have met the fate of Du- 
pont at Baylen. At Talavera he righ:ly 
nade a resolute stand; he might other- 
Vise have lost his army; and he in- 
flicted a severe defeat on Joseph and 
Victor. Fuentes’d'Onoro ts the one of 
his battles in which his powers are 
least distinctly manifest: he acknow!l- 
edges himself, that he ought to have 
been beaten; but probably he did not 
make the arrangements for the fight. 
and he executed admirably a most difi- 
‘ult'change.of front. The keenness of 
his insight, and his remarkable gift of 
turning to account a mistake made by 
an adversary on the field, were grandly 
onspicuous at Salamanva; he gained a 
treat victory a tactical stroke; this, 
Napier has written, was the most bri'- 
liant of his offensive efforts. Few pas- 
sages of war are of more striking inter- 
est than the prolonged struggle between 
Wellington and Soult on the Pyrenees, 
»efore Bayonne, at Orthes. at Toulouse: 
‘he fine combinations of the French 
Marshal were baffled, over and over 
gain, by the activity, the coup d'oeil, 
the brilliant movements of the British 
-ommander in the actua] stress of bat- 
tle. And, not to speak of his stern 
constancy, perhaps never more magnifi- 
ently displayed, Wellington gave proof 
of the very highest capacity and mili- 
tary skill on the great day of Waterloo: 
he showed that, as a tactician, he was 
a master of his art, in the general 
arrangement of his army on the 
ground; in husbanding his reserves to 
the latest moment; in screening his 
troops from the destructive fire of the 
artillery which gave Napoleon so many 
triumphs; and, finally, in attacking 
when he saw that the day was won. 
His conduct of Waterloo Is his real 
title of eulogy in the Campaign of 1815: 
it is a legitimate set-off to,no doubtful 
strategic errors. 


This then is the substance of Judge 
Morris's view of Wellington as a sol- 
dier. He concerns himself but very lit- 
}tle with the private life of his subject, 
ind what space is spared frum the mill- 
tary side of Wellington's history is de- 
voted largely to his political career. 
Judge Morris thinks that Wellington 
an hardly be called a great statesman: 
but no eminent English soldier has ever 
given proof of such statesmanlike qual- 
ities: here he was by many degrees su- 
perior to Marlborough, cousummate in 
diplomacy, but not in politics. If we 
recollect that he belonged to the Prot- 
estant noblesse of Ireland, an exclusive 
oligarchy of race and creed; that he did 
/not enter the Cabinet until he was 
nearly fifty: that he had been in com- 
mand abroad for a series of years, and 
that his knowledge of England was 
comparatively small, it appears sur- 
prising that his political distinction was 
what it was, and that he did so much 
as a civil servant of the State. The 
secret is to be found in his wisdom and 
well-balanced judgment, and in his no- 
ble sense of public duty; it must be 
borne in mind, besides, that In India, 
in the Peninsula, even in France, he 
had to play a remarkable part in polit- 


ical affairs. His two greatest achieve- 
ments in the sphere of politics were the 
emancipation of the Irish Catholics in 
1829, and his conduct in opposition 
from 1833 to 1841; he accomplished a 
great reform most unjustly delayed. 
and no one else could have carried it 
out at the time; he gradually restored 
the balance of parties In tne State, with 
the skilful and admirable assistance of 
Peel, and secured for a great Conserva- 
tive statesman a decisive § triumph. 
Wellington, no doubt, made grave polit- 
ical mistakes; he rather discredited 
himself when he broke with Canning; 
he was too much of a dictator when 
Prime Minister; he did not rightly in- 
terpret the signs of the time; his stub- 
born resistance to the Reform Bill! can- 
not be justified. But he sincerely be- 
lieved that Parliamentary reform was 
incompatible with the ideal he Lad ever 
before him, “that the King’s Govern- 
ment must be a strong government;” 
and with many of the ablest men in the 
country he was convinced that reform 
would be fatal to the State. For the 
rest Wellington In politica, as in all his 
public conduct, was animated by a 
patriotism always, in the long run, 
acknowledged. 

The statesman-general was not happy 
in his domestic life. His wife was 
hardly a fitting helpmeet. He stood 
rather aloof from his immediate family. 
His home was not blessed by devoted 
affection. Though he was really at- 
tached to a few friends, he was lonely, 
honored and revered ag he was: he 
never attracted profound human sym- 
pathy; this was one of his defects as a 
chief: he was respected by his officers 
and soldiers, never loved. 

This, then, is the Wellington we find 
in the pages of Judge Morris's bio- 
graphy. It is a fitting monument to the 
memory of the late author. None who 
reada it but will regret that it marks 
the final contribution of tts author to

But 
just how dear he was to the heart of 
the Amercan people few had any cor- 
rect idea until his tragic death in Eu- 
rope took him from the midst of those 
with whom he had toiled. Several 
memorial churches were erected to his 
memory, while from far and near came 
expressions of the sincerest love for 
the late clergyman. No full life of Dr. 
Babcock has -been written, nor is it 
probable that any will be attempted. 
His family desired that there should be 
none and their wish has been respected. 
It was, however, with the consent of 
Dr. Babcock’s family that Rev. Dr. 
Charles E. Robinson prepared a short 
sketch of his life. The sketch was not 
designed to afford a philosophic study 
of Dr. Babcock’s life, nor an analysis 
of the sources of his remarkable 
power. but simply a brief memorial of 
him. The sketch first took shape in the 
form of a biographical address, which 
Dr. Robinson was requested to prepare 
for the students of Auburn Theological 
Seminary, his lifelong intimacy with 
Dr. Babcock and his family being the 
reason for the request. It seems that 
afterward it was suggested to the au- 
thor that his sketch be put in more 
permanent form. To make this possi-

Maxims. 
MAXIMES. By La Rochefoucaypld. A. Weevels 
Company, New York. 
A good nimxim, like a good proverb, 
is an excellent thing. But a poor 
maxim 1s more than a poor thing. We 


are not over-eager for paragraph- 
ical smartness or aim at smart- 
neas. We have been wearied of 


the epigram and epigrammatical writ- 
ings. We have been wearied by the 
perverted proverbs and distorted “wise 
sayings.” And when we come across 
a book.Jn this class of literary wares, 
we demand much, or we _ shall be 
angry. We do not believe that any 
great number of readers will hail with 
delight A. Wessela Company's publica- 
tion of La Rochefoucauld’s “Maxims.” 
The book, judging from appearinces,

We 
then have Dr. Babcock’'s three fields of 
active ministerial work presented in 
separate chapters, Lockport, Baltimore 
and New York. Preceding the chapter 
on-his work as the successor of the 
Rev. Henry Van Dyke in New York we 
have a section dealing with Dr. Bab- 
cock’s “Work in the Schools and Col- 
leges."" The book is just such a work 
as will appeal to those who have not 
usually the courage to take up a volu- 
minous biography. It is entertaining 
and inspiring. E.

Hero of Labor. 

CAPTAINS OF THE WORLD. By Gwendolen 
Overton. The Macmillan Company, New 
York. 

Our novelists are changing thelr fleid 
of activity. They are deserting the 
world of romance, with its murder 
breathing casties and its devil-daring 
heroes. Some few are still plodding 
away at hair-raising tales of love and 
war, Sut they are at most a few. Mr. 
Hope, recently married, has left the 
romantic atmosphere of Zenda 
now discusses, more or less wisely, the 
difficulties that are encountered in 
married life. And as Mr. Hope goes, 
fo go a host of less original writers.

There have been many novels dealing 
with politics, and some of them have 
Heen of great merit. There have also 
been many Sooks dealing with life in 
business, and in this fleld the successes 
have been even more notable. 
“Captains of the World” is a story 
of industry. We do not mean to imply 
—IiIn fact we shall deny—that Miss 
Gwendolen Overton has followed the 
lead of any other writers. Her story 
dealing with industrial life ag it does, 
is but the natural development of a 
leaning which she displayed in her 
earlier work. Her “The Heritage of 
Unrest” was hailed as a novel of 
promise. We are not In a position io 
speak of it, for except in title it is un- 
known to us. Her “Anne Carme!,” 
however, we know well. In it she 
dealt with wonderful strength with an 
unconventional theme. In the woman 
of that story we had a rromise of the 
heroine of the present work. “Cap- 
tains of the World” tells of the love 
of a laboring man for a woman at the 
other extreme of the social scale. The 
story deals frank!y and fearlessly with 
social caste and the caste that separates 
the employed from the employer. Nell 
Manning is a man of a type not un- 
common in our world of labor. He isa 
labor leader, a man who ts part of the 
laboring class, but who by aility has 
risen above it. His superiority over the 
men of his class is not, however, put to 
advantage in money making, but only 
in fighting for the rights of those men. 


is designed for gift purposes, and yet 
we are very certain that its receipt by 
us--unless it came from one who did 
not usually remember us at all-—would 
be a source of considerable disappoint- 
ment. The book is attractively made 
up. The text appears in both English 
and French, the translation facing the 
original. There are many paragraphs 
in the book that are bright and witty.

Thomas Jefferson. 

THOMAS JFFFERSON. By Richard &. Pop- 
pen. Published by the author. St. Louis, Mo. 
A very cheap and useful handbook 

on Thomas Jefferson has been compiled 

by Mr. Richard 8S. Poppen. The book 
in tts paper wrapper does not make 
any pretentious claims, but it is filled 
with good things of interest not only 
to those who admire the life and work 
of Jefferson, but as well to all who 
would have instilled into their minds 
proper regard for the nation an! na- 
tional institutions.

Jay, George Washington, Edward Car- 

rineton, Peter Carr, and Alexander 

Hamilton. It is to be regretted that 

the frontispiece portrait of Jefferson 

was not more carefully reproduced.

Santa Claus never remembers the 
srown-ups of the family, so if mamma, 
papa and grandmamma are not to be 
left out of the jolly good times of the 
Christmas season, it is time for little 
fingers to get busy making Christmas 
gifts. Then, too, there is many a 
grown-up uncle or aunt to be remem- 
bered, to say nothing of Bridget and 
Mary and Ah Sing, all of whom are 
sure to mark the day with a gift of 
some kind, either cookies or candy 
or nuts. No wonder that ‘little lads 
and lassies are eagerly counting the 
pennies of their Christmas hoard and 
anxiously scanning the lists of those 
to be remembered, for whether 
sum be great or small, there never 
seems quite enough to buy everything 
one would like. It is astonishing, how- 
ever, how many gifts can be made at 
the cost of a few pennies, if these 


‘| be invested in a sheet of bristol board 


and some bright-colored tissue paper; 
and if the giftmaker has a little skill 


jin the use of water colors, there is 
{almost no limit to what may be ac- 
complished. 


A very pretty gift for either a gen- 


tleman or lady is a witch of Salem. 


Take a common clothespin and dress 
is with a skirt of crepe tissue paper, 
either black or dark brown, a scarlet 
tissue cape and a steeple cap 
made of the glossy black paper which 
can be bought at any book store at a 
few cents-a sheet. The hat should be 
trimmed with a band of scarlet paper. 
and the face can be drawn with pen 
and ink, or marked in water colors 
with a tiny brush. The real work 
lies in making the broom-stick, with- 
out which no witch would be com- 
plete. If the witch is intended to 


| stand alone, a petticoat of stiff paper 
| is placed under the tissue paper skirt, 


and the broom is cut from bristol 
Cut two brooms just alike, 
and to one of them sew two brass 
rings, the right size for a pen handle 
to slip through easily—for you must 
know the witch is to be used as a 
holder of pens. These rings should be 
placed, one where the handle joins 
the brush part of the broom, and the 
other about half way to the handle’'s 
end, Now paste the two brooms to- 
gether so that the stitches are covered, 
and paint the broom to look like a 
wooden handle and broom-corn brush. 
The broom is now fastened to the

handle upward, arranged so as to look 
as if leaning upon it. When 
the witch is to be hung up, however, 
the broom handle is a strip of bristol 
board, rolled so as to let the pen han- 
dle slip inside, and the brugh is made 
of cut tissue paper in mix shades of 
yellow and green. The witch is placed 
astride the broomstick, and little 
black tissue paper shoes with flaming 
scarlet bows are fastened to the 
points of the clothespin and just peep 
out below the hunched-up skirt. A 
ribbon tied around the clothespin, 
coming out at the back among the 
folds of the cloak, serves to fasten the 
toy to the upper part of the desk, and 
no more convenient place for keeping 
pen or pencil could be devised. 

A pretty gift for mamma, aunt or 
grandmamma can be made as follows: 
Take two pieces of bristol board, two 
inches wide and ree inches long, 
cover each with piece of white or 
cream-colored silk, just as you do 
when making pin balls. Make two 
tiny white silk bags, each an inch 
wide by an inch and a half long; 
when done, fill] these with emery 
powder—saw dust will do if you can’t 
get the emery—and sew them up at 
the top as a flour bag or salt sack is 
sewed. On each bag copy in water 
colors the trade mark of some brand 
of flour. Then sew the bags to one 
of the silk-covered pieces of bristol 
broad, about one-third from the end. 
Take six plump brown apple seeds and 
arfange on the clear space, like six 
mice running toward the flour sacks, 
sewing each in place with five stitches, 
in black or dark brown sewing silk, 
four short stitches, two on each side, 
for legs, and a long one at the end 
for a tail. Now neatly fasten the two 
silk-covered pieces of bristol board 
together so that the stitches are hid- 
den between them, and the gift is 
done. Just the thing to set on the 
dressing table to hold the needles 
which are so often wanted to fasten 
a loosened hook or mend a ripped 
glove when making a hurried toilet. 

A pretty receiver for hat pins can 
be made by taking a piece of bristol 
board three inches wide and six and a 
half inches long, and pasting the ends 
together to form a hoop. Make an- 
other hoop in the same way but just 
enough smaller to slip inside easily. 
Cover the ends of the smaller hoop 
with yelow silk, paint the outside of 
the larger hoop to represent a drum, 
slip the smal! hoop inside the larger 
one and attach some loops of narrow 
ribbon at the outer edge by which to 
hang it to the side of the dresser. 
Hat pins pass more easily through 
the empty drum than they do through 
an ordinary pin cushion, and it makes 
a pretty ornament as well. 

Shaving cases are always nice pres- 
ents for gentlemen who shave. them- 
selves. The covers of these are cut 
from bristol board or water-color 
paper, and the leaves are of different 
colored tissue paper. They are cut in 
many shapes—clover leaves, oak 
leaves, flowers or hearts; but if one 
wants something more elaborate, a 
large-sized paper doll makes a very 
pretty outside cover, the back cover 
can be cut In the same shape of plain 
bristol] board, and the doll dressed in 
tissue paper so that her fluffy skirts 
hide the inside leaves, which are to 
be torn out for use. \ 

A portfolio of tissue paper makes 
an acceptable gift for a lady, young 
or ald.

It was at the instance of Dickens that 
he took up literary work in a serious way, making his 
first success as the Roman correspondent of the London 
News. He was a man of many parts, and was famous 
in his day as one of the keenest wits in all Europe. His 
writings, both in prose and in poetry, were considerable, 
ond everything that came from his pen was strikingly 
and peculiarly meritorious. But it is his deathless song 
of the bells that “sound so grand on the pleasant wa- 
ters of the River Lee” that will keep green his memory 
forever. Its haunting music will stil] be ringing in the

How it Feels to Invent. 


Mr. Tesla told me that his greatest pleasure was in 
his work, and that he could conceive no moment 60 ex- 
citing and rapturous as that connected with the discov- 
ery of a new principle which, when put into use, would 
revolutionize the work of the world. Take, for instance, 
the invention which brought forth the apparatus used 
in the transmission of power at Niagara Falls. Said he, 
as he took me to a great coil of wire wound about a 
stationary magnet, which was connected with tie 
¢ypamo, and held above it a little glass globe in which 
was a steel wheel moving on a pivot: “I had been 
working upon that experiment for a long time, and this 
was the test. I knew that if I were correct that the 
wheel in this globe would revolve as soon as I turned or. 
the electricity. It did revolve, and I knew I had discor- 
ereds what would revolutionize the labor of the world.

How Tesla Works. 


As to Mr. Tesla himself, there is no harder worker 
known. He told me that he seldam slept more than four 
hours of a night, and during some periods not more than 
three. When in the thick of a new invention it is hard . 
to sleep. His work is always with him, and he says that 
his mind sometimes works in his sleep. He awakes in 
the morning to find that the problem which had worried 
him when he went to bed has been practically so)ved 
over night. He has always been a light sleeper. His 
mother died at 70, and she never took more than four 
hours’ sleep. His father was a light sleeper. 


Tesla is a peculiar worker. Failures do not trouble 
him. After he undertakes a thing and decides that it’ 
should come out a certain way, he keeps on experiment- 
ing, believing in his success. He says that if he doubted 
his ability it would make him crazy. He seems to have 
a dual mind. He told me that he often found himself 
carrying on two trains of thought at the same time, and 
said that while he was talking to me he could see the 
figures of some of his calculations behind me, and could 
carry them on at the same time. He is always figur- 
ing. His scrap basket is filled with the calculations 
which he has torn up and thrown away. He keeps a rec- 
ord of his experiments, and when his laboratory burned 
some years ago he lost the work of years in ideas and 
suggestions which had been thus recorded. 


Tesla’s New Inventions. 


And now to Mr. Tesla’s latest discoveries. If he has 
what he thinks he has he will revolutionize labor and 
give man greater benefits than have come from any in- 
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ventor since the world began.

By the em- 
ployment of a number of plants, each of which can trans- 
mit signals to all parts of the world, the news of the 
globe will be flashed to all points. A cheap and simple 
receiving device, which might be carried in one’s pocket, 
can be set up anywhere on sea or land, and it will record 
the world’s news as it occurs, or take such special mes- 
sages as are intended for it.

The Overland Monthly was established by A. Roman 
& Co., in July, 1868. A year later this firm sold oui the 
magazine to John H. Carmany & Co., who published the 
marazine until] 1875. 

“The Overland Monthly,” said Mr. Carmany to the 
writer the other day, “was the conception of Bret Hariec 
from cover to cover. The covers, the paper upon which 


ihe headpiece that today adorns the firs: page of the 
publication, were either chosen or designed by him. 

“By the way, a peculiar error was commitied in the 
ex, cution of the headpiece.

From these seais we 
looked down and witnessed the festivities. There was a 

large gathering, and the church was filled to its utmost 
capacity. It was a scene of magnificence and splendor,

elaborately embroidered in silver and gold. There was 
a richness of material with the deepest dyes of oriental 
prilliance—more gorgeous than I saw at Pope Leo's ju- 
bilee, and more varied than those ai the Czar's corona- 
tion. The men had fine, flashing eyes, with a native dig- 
nity, elegant ease and gracefulness of bearing. The 
women were equally picturesque, in their crown-like 


headdress and varied costumes. But of all the women 
of the Holy Land that were present, those of Bethle- 
hem. bearing in their features distinct traces of the cru- 
saders, were the finest looking, had the best figures and 
the finest natural carriage of any women I have ever 
seen. Tonight, they predominated in number, and at- 
tracted more attention than al! other native women.

In this weird, stifling chapel, the patriarch chanted 
the stary of the nativity just as it is so exquisitely toid 
by Lenke. Then all returned to the church above, 
where the services closed later than 2 o'clock with the 
Impressive Deum. 

Nearly all of the visitors were filled with deep emo- 
tions by the exercises, the significance of the occasion 
the thrilling realization of both the human and divine 
nature of the Man who lived the most pathetic and 
grandest of lives. Weicoming the relief of fresh air, we 
rose to go, leaving the people to their songs, feasting 
and drinking, which too often has grown into high rev- 
eiry that ended only, with the rising sun.

WAS A UNIQUE DEVICE. 


THE SCHEME UTILIZED BY A JANITOR WHo 
His BANK ror YEARS. 


[New York Piess:] In some way the talk had drified 
to tales of successful and unusual ways of robbing 
banks, and the following story was caught as it drifted 
up toward the ceiling of the smoking compart ment with 
the gray clouds from four cigars. 

The cashier of a bank in a western town discovered 
one day at balancing time taat his cash was an even $100 
short. He went over his notes of that denomination. afier 
trying to account f r it in various Ways without suc- 
cess, and found one of them was missing. A minute 
search failed to find it, and the loss had to be charged 
up im the way such things are. Some weeks later the 
same amount was missing again in the same mysie- 
ricus way. When it happened a third time—this after 
a long interval—ihe cashier was replaced by another 
man; not that the officers distrusted him, but they 
wented to see if the presence of the new cashier 
would make a difference. 1¢ didn’t. The $100-Dbills 
disappeared one at a time at irreguiar intervals, and 
no one could ever account for their loss in any way.

WHALES AS FCOVW. 


COMPETITION May HIT TUE BEEF 
TrusT HARD. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


T. JOHNS (Newfoundland) December, 1904.—The 

beef trust will soon have competitiog from an un- 

expected quarter. Whale moat is coming on the 
market. The flesh of these deep-sea leviathans loeKs 
and tastes so much like beef that the difference 1s 
searcely noticeable. It is so cheap that if competion 
makes it necessary it can be sold for a cent a pound, and 
still leave a margin of profit There is as much meat 
on a seventy-'on whale as on 200 fat steers. 

The food may be a little coarser in quality, but it le 
claimed to be as nutritious as beef. The whale stations 
in Newfoundland are the first to attempt to save all por- 
tions of the sea monster, and by so doing have doubicd 
its value. Formerly the blubber was cut away and then 
the carcass set adrift, but now the entire body is saved. 
including even the bones and blood. One of these moa- 
ern stations wil! dispose of four seventy-ton whales in 
twenty-four hours, having the oil ready for shipment in 
barrels, the meat encased in casks, and the bivod, bones 
and refuse reduced to powder and packed in sacks. 

This is extracrditiary when the size of the prey is tae 
ken into consideration. Specimens are frequent that 
measure eighty feet long, and it has been found that 
the larger ones will always weigh a ton for every foot 
of their lencth. There are certain parts of a whale that 
are strangely Gut of proportion. Although its body anJl 
mouth are enormous, its eyes and throat are exceedingly 
small. As a matter of curiosity the various organs of a 
large sulphur whale were weighed recently. The tongue 
tipped the scales at exactly 4000 pounds, while the eye 
was barely half a pound in weight. The jaw bone was 
twenty feet long, and one side of it weighed 1000 pounds, 
The tongue boiled separately produced nearly four bar- 
rels of oi]. Although the mouth is wide enough to al- 
most encompass a box car, the throat is so narrow that 
only the smallest particles of food can be swallowed, 
hence the big creatures subsist altogefher on tiny 
shrimps and little fishes.

Sevenieen stations. About 1200 people are employed in 
the industry. Fourteen steamers patrol a zone which 1s 
500 miles long and 1 miles wide. When the whale is 
sighted the steamer gets within range, and a harpoon 
is shot into its vitals. Just back of the prongs on this 
weapon there is a bomb which explodes inside the body. 
Although it may be mortally wounded, the big creature 
will make off, pulling the boat after it. Its strength is 
astonishing. Ili will pull a 95-foot boat through the wa- 
ter at the rate of six knots an hour, although a 300 horse 
power engine is turned on full speed in the opposite di- 
rection. 


There is no danger of a boat being pulled on the rocks 
under such circumstances because when a whale is hit 
it makes straight for the deep sea. There is no telling 
how long the monster could keep up the stroke, for its 
struggles are generally ended by a second shot within an 
hour or two. It is then pulled to the surface, and air 
pumped into its stomach in order to make it float. Over 
1700 whales of various kinds were caught in ‘the New- 
foundiand waters this year. While it is difficult to strike 
an average on account of the varying sizes of the catch 
and the fluctuation in the price of oil, a full grown spec-

whale—which has an opening big enough to accommo- 
date even larger objects than the vody of a man. 
It is not unusual to find portions of an octopus 
weizhing severa! tons when the stomach of one of them 
ig dissected. Any old whaler will tell you about the 
sallor who fe!!l overboard and was gobbled up by a biz 
sperm whale that happened to be going that way. It is 
a tradition among these rough and ready seamen that a 
whale cannot keep tobacco juice in its stomach, so tbhia 
quick-witted chap began immediately to chew and expec- 
torate. Before the whale coughed him up he had time 
to strike a match, and he solemnly swears that he saw 
carveil upon one of the ribs of the monster this legend: 
“Jonah, 700 B.C.” 


The most valuable portion of the Newfoundland whale 
is the blubter. The outer layers of fat are stripped orf 
and boiled, into oil. A+ good-sized specimen generally 
yields 1 barrels. This oil is utilized in soap making 
and in softening jute fiber. Large quantities of it are 
used in Dundee, Scotland. The whalebone the ladies 
wear in their corse!s comes from the gills of this mighty 
creature. The product of those caught near Newfound- 
land is not so flexible as that of the ones taken farther 
north, consequently i' is not so valuable. The bone of 
the Arctic. denizen seils for $19.900 a ton, while that »f 
the Newfoundlander is only worth $300. The powder 
realized from the treatment of the blood, bones and 
refuse is rich with ammonia and is in demand by mannu- 
facturers of fertilizer. The reison the whalers of lee- 
land have not been able to save al! the parts of their 
catch is because they kill them so far from thé stations 
that the bodies are badly decomposed before they can 
tow them in. The success of the Newfoundland compa- 
nies in working up all portions of the monsters has made 
the business of taking them much more profitable.

The Harmsworth Lumber Deal. 


There is quite an extensive timber belt tn the hear! 
of the island. A company known as the Newfoundland 
Timber Estate, composed mostly of Amerivan capital, 
owns 2400 square miles of pine, spruce and fir. The 
holdings of this concern include about seven-tenths of 
the entire supply. An impetus has been given to the 
lumber business by a sale just made to Mr Harmsworth. 
proprietor of the London Daily Mail, and who owns or 
controls about twenty-five other publications. The Enes- 
lish publisher uses about 900 tons of prin' paper every 
week, and he is going to establish his own mill. Spruc» 
and fir make good paper and he has bought 140 acres 
of this kind of timber, which will yield from fifty to 
seventy-five cords to the acre. It requires just a frac- 
tion over a cord of wood to make a ton of paper. 


The trees are small and stand on tke ground very 
thick. The traci Mr. Harmsworth has purchase! wil! 
not be exhausted during his lifetime or for severa! gener- 
ations after him, because this kind of timber replenishes 
iteself, and it can be cut over and over avain.

First Lady of the Land. 


| Mrs. ROOSEVELT’s LIFE IN 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 
By a Special Contributor. 


HEN Pastor Wagner delivered his famous leciure 
on “The Simple Life” in the White House, some 
three or four weeks ago, he was but emphasizing 
a truth which the President and Mrs. Roosevelt had dis- 
covered for themselves. The Chief Executive's plain 


existence is well known, but Mrs. Roosevelt, as an ex- 


pounder of that doctrine, is not so familiar. She occu- 
pies the highest position of honor possible to an Amer!- 
can woman, yet her day is made up of duties cheerfully 
underiaken and faithfully performed, much after tne 
manner of any good housewife from Maine to California. 

That she is a busy woman must be apparent, The 
mother of five children usually is, if she gives but par- 
tial attention to their welfare. But Mrs. Rooseveit Joes 
not give pariial attention to anything. In fulfilling 
every duty, from the simples? matter in every-day !ife 
to the most complicated social obligation, she takes an 
intelligent survey of the field and sets to work with a 
vim. To accomplish all that she must even in an orii- 
nary day means a degree of generalship that would do 
honor to the Japanese and a capacity for organization 
that would put a campaign manager to the biush. 


Life at the White House takes on an active appearance 
at a time when most fashionable matrons are deep ‘nh 
slumber. There are two breakfasts, one at 7:45 for the 
children who are going to school, and another about 5°50 
or 8:45, when the President and Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss 
Alice and young Theodore partake of the first meal 
of the day. This is the usual programme, but several! 
times in the week Mrs. Roosevelt takes her coffee aad 
breakfast food with the baby boy, Quentin, and sees 
that he is properly equipped for sallying forth to the 
balls of learning. This is merely a pleasure, not an ob- 
igation, for there-is a motherly old lady, Mrs. Roose- 
velt's former nurse. who looks after the children with a 
solicitude rarely seen even in a parent. This old lady. 
Mrs. Mary Leftwich, is the slave of the small Roosevel's. 
and they impose on her good nature, but Mrs. Roosevel' 
knows that the little ones have every attention which 
Icve and devotion could suggest. Mrs. Leftwich’'s pride 
is to take care of the wardrobe of her young charges, 
but she frequently is aided in this work of love by (ne 
President’s wife. When something requires very deli- 
ecete handling, such as lace, or skiliful darning, it is to 
Mrs. Roosevelt she goes, and it is seldom thai she asks 
in vain. 

Mrs. Roosevelt does not omit taking breakfast witi: the 
President more than four times a year, when they are 
together. No matter how late she may have retired, i! 
has been the rule of her married life to appear at break- 
fast. She and the President are still like lovers, even 
if they did celebrate the eighteenth anniversary of their 
wedding on December 2: When she first went to the 
White House someone asked her how she liked having 
the President in the house all the time. She answered 
thoughtfully that it was very nice in a way, but that she 
liked the old conditions better. 

“It is the event of the day, you know,” she said, “to 
kiss your husband good-by when he goes out in the 
morning, and then to meet him when he comes back. | 
feel as though I have missed something, now that things 
have changed.” 

Ordinarily, Mrs. Moosevelt gives the first two hours of 
her morning to Miss Isabel Hagner, her efficient secre- 
tary. Miss Hagner’s presence in the White House is in 
itself a testimonial to the sterling character of Its mis- 
tress. for she is the daughter of Mrs. Rooseveit’'s old 
family doctor, and one of her own pupils when she 
taught Sunday-school at St. John’s. The most cordial 
relations exist ‘between all the Roosevelts and Miss Hag- 
ner, and her work, which otherwise might become [rk- 
some and formal, becomes like a visit to the home of 
pleasant friends. Miss Hagner frequently accompanies 
Mrs. Roosevelt for a walk or on a shopping expedition. 
In the early spring and autumn months, Mrs. Roosevel! 
may be seen every morning taking a brisk constitutional, 
but when the social season opens or when Christmas is 


at band she is compelled to give up this feature of her 


day. In walking, Mrs. Roosevelt invariably weara a 


sbort dark skirt, usually of gray or black homespua, 


with a soft felt hat and gracefully twined veil, which 


gives a feminine touch to this rather severe appare!. In 


warm weather she clings to the same cut of short skirt, 


made of dark blue or brown linen, and a sailor hat. She 
aiways wears what is generally known as the “common- 
sense shoe,” and only on the most formal occasions does 
she yield to Fashion in the French heel or patent lea- 


ther.

There was much amusemer’ act a cabinet meet- 
ing not long 1go when the august assemblage was start- 
led by a ball bounding in the door which opens from a 
garden, and the simultaneous appearance of Quentin, the 
rn of the children, who requested his father to 
“pitch it out” to him, a request which the President 
complied with, after a laughing apology to his assembled 
advisers. 


Another amusing scene occurred during the first year 
of the Roosevelt régime and at the first evening levée. 
This wag before the reconstruction of the old mansion, 
and a flight of stairs led from the private apartments to 
the state corridor, where the guests were gathered. 
Someone chanced to glance up the stairs. and there sat 
a row of little white-robed youngsters, watching tne pro- 
ceedings with the utmost interest. It required an ordei 
from their mother, who was below receiving the homage 
of the people, before they dispersed to bed. During ‘the 
public levées and at the afternoon receptions, the Roose- 
velt children now come and go with the utmost freedom. 
They frequentiy chat with the guests, and offer wise 
suggestions about the progress of nationa) affairs. 


It may surprise many folks to know that neither the 
President nor Mrs. Roosevelt has a personal attendant. 
The valet and the maid have no part in the present ad- 
ministration. When Mrs. Roosevelt is at her toilet she 
is alded by one of the maids who perform a variety of 
services around the mansion, or by a seamstress, who is 
kept employed fashioning house gowns for the three la- 
dies, Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Alice and Miss Ethel. She 
“does” her own hair and performs ali the services (or 
herself that some society women hire ai least four as- 
sistants to accomplish. 


Mrs. Roosevelt gives some part of her day always to 
talking with the President, generally the last hour be- 
fcre the family retires; and, perhaps, the only time she 
does nof have to share her husband with hundreds of 
other people. She takes a keen interest in all public 
business, and though so modest and retiring a woman 
that few people know her accomplishments, she pos- 
sesses to a high degree that intuition which is s4 valu- 
able and rare a trait. “She just feels things,” is the 
way this has been expressed, and it has been notice 
that when Mrs. Roosevelt feels a thing the Presiden: is 
chary about acting to the contrary. 


Just now, however, life at the White House is at a 
high tension, and Mrs. Roosevelt probably is the bus!- 
est woman in the country. Gift making is a serious task 
for the wife of any public man, but when the familys 
happens to be one like the Roosevelis, that clings ww 
old-time traditions and customs, it is simply an over- 
whelming avalanche. It has been estimated that Mrs. 
Roosevelt gives between 200 and 250 gifts. In the selec- 
tion of these she bestows endless time and pains. Her 
Christmas shopping begins when most women are buv- 
ing their Baster hats. She has some dozen or two 
friends for whom she always fashions her own gifts—a 
handkerchief, hemstitched and edged with dainty real 
lace; a pin-cushion cover, linen covers for trays and 
dressing tables, and a dozen more such trifles. These 
ehe makes during the summer, picking up a stitch here 
and there when she sits on the veranda or on rainy days 
when it is impossible to get out. Even in the Whike 
House she frequently may be seen with some work, ani! 
her intimate friends always, go to her for ideas about 
novel designs. | 


To give 200 presents means to kéép your eyes open 
and your brain alert. For two manths, at least, an hour 
or two every morning has been devoted to visiting curio 
slops, jewelry stores and the depariment houses. Usu- 
elly Mra. Roosevelt drives, in her high yellow cart with 
the handsome brown steppers, but she enters the stores 
89 unostentatiously that few clerks or shoppers discover 
ber identity. She is a careful, slow shopper, and no! in. 
frequently looks at goods several times before she pur- 
chases. She carries a pretty little note book, wherein 
arc the names, arranged alphabetically, of all those ‘or 
vbom she must select gifts, and beside the name of 
each is inscribed the presents which the same person 
received for two years previous. This list was made 
out by Miss Hagner, and each year there are additions 
to the list. There are new babies and new husbands or 
wives. These first gifts require much attention, and 
Mrs. Roosevelt gives it. Then she must remember the 
wives of the cabinet officials and their children. if there 
be any, and there are the wives and widows of former 
cabinet officials and other great men who expect a gift 
from the White House. Mrs. Roosevelt sends a presenr, 
usually a pretty ‘ook or calendar or some small trifle, to 
Mrs. McKinley and Mrs. Hobart. 


Then, there are scores of Roosevelt kin and friends 
scattered broadcast. Mrs. Roosevelt wants every one of 
her gifts to be opened on Christmas morning; conse- 
quently she an] Mrs. Hagner pore over sailing and ma(fi- 
ing lists as industriously as a Cook tourist. Some of the 
White House gifis went off six weeks ago, and every 
day since the express companies’ vans might have been 
seen under the great porte cochere of the mans'on, 
heaped up wita neatly tied packages. Another Interest- 
ing little feature of Mrs. Roosevelt's gift making is that 
every package is tied up in red, white and blue ribbon, 
with a spray of holly tucked away in the wrappings.

History, LEGENDS AND RELIGION 
“2 OF THE OLD DAYs.

INCE ‘he mysterious. disappearance of the Ulmecs 
S those earliest known inhabitants of Anahuac—the 

regions contiguous to, and comprising, the present 
republic of Mexico have been universally regarded as "ne 
terra incognita of romance, history, myth and mystery, 
wherein the devastation of Time has Jeft nothing but 
ruins and conflicting legend—where the Past has covered 
its footprints with the dust and ashes of forgotten giory 
Even with the advent of the Toltecs-—.who, as history 
tells us, we have every reason to believe were a humane 
and enlightened people, yet of whom we know but little— 
ithe deserted cities of their vanished predecessors, the 


Uimees, confron'ed them with the same impenetrable 
pall of mystery —-the first of the ever-deepening series; 


for of the Ulmes it is evident that the Toltecs knew 


a; little as do we. The Aztecs, too, upon their arrival at 
the almost deserted cities of Tezcuco, Tollan and Cho- 
lula seemed dumbfounded by the strange exodus ol 
plague-cursed people; and, although they thought them- 
selves exempt from the Toltec ban—-rearing their empire 
“like a Phoenix amid the ashes of a disintegrated dy- 
fRasty"—it appears from their hieroglyphical writings 
that they knew neither the whereabouts of the Toltecs 
nor their past history. We, of today, gazing upon this 
vast cemetery of ruins and romance, are confronted with 
the manifold mysteries of cach succeeding race, inter- 
woven with which we find the sublime teachings of the 
Toliecs, the degrading phases of idolatry and cannibal- 
ism, and the revolting superstitions of the Aztecs. It 
was as though the combined anfaithomed secrets of the 
Old World were spread in a vast, Sphinx-like probi>m 
before us, and, over it all, the marvels, legends and ro- 
mance of What spectacular Conquest of Cortez have «ast 
their mystic’glamour! The adventures of this charmed 
Spaniard, and his soldiers, in that land of maize and 
maguey, appear to us now as wonderful, magical, incred- 

‘ible: for truly the stories of Perseus, Ulysses or Jupiter 
were not more strange or starUing. Then, too, the life 
of the patriot, Hidalgo, is like a tale of myth. 


There is more than one good reason for the belief that 
the whole southwest was once inhabited by a strange, 
Egyptian-like people. All historians agree that the U!- 
mecs, Toltecs, Chichemecs and Acolhuans (or Tezcucans) 
made their first appearance in Anahuac “from a land 
a mewhere to the north.” As it is certain that their 
natural habitat was in the tropic, or semi-tropic, belts, it 
is hardly reasonable to suppose that they came from 
the northern or eastern States; and so it muat be admit- 
te! that the ruins of the southwest, north of Anahuac, 
upon which we now gaze with uncertainty, afford the 
only clew to their former empire. That they may have 
been related to the Clif! Dwellers, and Mound Builders, 
is extremely possible—but the truth will never be 
known. The secrets of “La Gran Quivera”’ remain un- 
aoived. The seven cities of Cibola retain their story 
The ruins of Xochicalao, Mitla, Tehuantepec, Pelenqur 
and Casas Grandas reveal! no tale of the past. Deaih, 
darkness, desolation—these three words tell about all 
that is yet known of this Egypt of the New World. But 
it is a peculiar fact that the ruins of Anahuac reveal a 
remarkable similarity to those along the Nile, at Luxor 
and Karnac, and on the banks of the Euphrates. There 
are analogiee,. too, between the Mexican and Egyptian 
pyramids, hieroglyphics, etc., which may yet Open up a 
new field of research. 


Among the gems of Mexican mythology is the story of 
Quetzalcoat! This deity, who was of Toltec origin, 
gecms ever to have been held by the tribes of Anahuac 
as a sort of Buddha, or Mahomet. During his incarnate 
existence upon earth he endeavored to inculcate the most 
sublime maxims of morality—eome of the doctrines set 
forth by him being almost equal to portions of our own 
raodern Christian religion. His forms of prayer contain 
many sentences and paragraphs strangely similar to our 
own scriptural phraseology. It was this king-god who 
exerted such an admirable influence over the Tezcucans, 
and especially over the life and actions of the great Neza- 
hualcoyoul, who has been termed by some the Draco. 
and by others the Solon, of Anahuac. As a poet some 


maintain that he. compares favorably with Homer, Vir- | 


zi! or Hesoid, while it is obvious that in his moral tenor 
he was far superior to Ovid. He has left us but a few 
disconnected effusions, but they are pearls of beauty, 
though of a pessimistical character. While the laws of 
this king reflected the lofty teachings of the “fair god,” 
a3 Quetzalooatl_was termed, it is said that they were 
writien in blood. 

It is the terrible incongruity of the Aztec religion that 
inspires us with wonder and mystery. Having adopted 
the beautiful and advanced religion of the Toltecs, they 
united with it the cruel and debasing superstitions of 
their own. So we find that the Aztecs believed in “one, 
supreme, just end all-perfect God, creator of heaven and 
earth,” by name Teot!, described in the equivalent of 
“omnipotent, omniscient and omnipresent.” Yet they 
were cannibals. 

Though a great race, the Toltecs selected their first 
king from the Chichemecs, a rival nation, and he was 
. crowned as Chalchiuh Tlatonac. For fifty-two years he 
reigned in peace, succeeded by his son. About the close 
of the ninth century comes the first queer tale of legend. 
lt is in this year that Quetzalcoatl is sent from heaven as 
a physical being, and is crowned king of the Toltecs. 
‘The name, in the language of the Toltecs, signified “a 
feathered snake.” While it is presumed that the Toltecs 
knew nothing of a fair-skinned race, {t Is known that 
Quetzalcoat] was described as having been “a white- 
skinned god; tall, broad of brow, with large, mild eyes, 
and a flowing brown beard.” He wore a long white robe,

laws to his people—laws that were far in advance of his 
age—‘‘causing them to be delivered by a crier whose 
voice he had charmed so that it could be heard for over 
a hundred leagues.” He taught them agriculture, ma- 
sonry, metallurgy, weaving, and many crude arts and 
sciences, including the science of government. He aiso 
created for them a-calendar, instituted a vigorous s‘ucy 
of astronomy, originated an excellent code of laws, and 
atsisted in their religious ceremonies—particularly 
preaching against human sacrifice, and teaching that 
fruits, flowers and incense were the only proper gifts to 
the gods. Under his reign the people experienced what 
might be likened to the halcyon age of Saturn. The 
dion and the lamb, man and the venomous serpents dwelt 
together in peace and security; and al! the land pro- 
duced wonderful crops without the ‘slightest cultivation. 
The stalks of the wild amarinth grew as large as a 
man’s body, and fruits and melons became so large that 
people climbed them like’ trees. Cotton required no 


men were rich, happy and at peace. There were no 
slaves, no paupers, and few wars. But, one day, Quet- 
zalcoatl received a visit from Tezcatlipoca, “the Shining 
Mirror,” third in rank to Teot], and thought, as the Az- 
tecs claimed, to have been the creator of man—crea'‘ing 
him at the instigation of Teotl For some reason Tez- 
catlipoca had become offended ai the tutelary deity, Quet- 
zaicoati, and so had descended from heaven on a rope 
made of spider's web. Arriving at the king’s palace in 
Tulla, he invifed him to partake of a magic beverage re- 
sembling nectar, which caused Quetazicoat! to be seiezd 
with an invincible desire to return to his native country 
“beyond the waters.” But Quetzalcoat! only traveled as 
far as Cholula, where his power returned to him and he 
again took up his reign—lingering there for twenty 
years to instruct Uo peophe ag he had done at Tulila 
The long reign of magical prosperity continued through- 
ou: the nation until, once again, Quetzalcoat] incurred 
the anger of some superior deity, and was compelled to 
leave the city. From Tlapaila he sent back four youchs, 
vho had accompanied him, to say to the people of Cho- 
lulu that he would return in years to*come. Then he 
entered a skiff made of serpents’ skins, and disappeare | 
ferever. Through the generations that followed the Az- 
tecs anxiously awaited his return; and thus it happened 
that upon the arrival of Cortez and his soldiers poor 
Montezuma was ever ready to believe that it was the 
“fair god" come back to renew the golden age. 


All that was good and pure in the laws and religion of 
the Aztecs, to the time of Mant , Was undoubtedly 
derived from the king-god Quet il. But after iis 
dwappearance, in the year 994, the regions of Anahwac 
reverted to their natural, or normal, conditions. Hue- 
reac Il was now crowned King of Tollan, at first ruling 
with great wisdom, but subsequently imbibing too freely 
from the “pulque bowl,” and dealing treacherously with 
his subjects. Kevolations and internecine riots followed 
iu rapid succession, and chaos and despotism reigned 
everywhere. A sorcerer named Toveyo gathered a vast 
crowd near Tollan, and, while he beat upon his drum, 
kept the people dancing until they tumbled over a high 
precipice and were turned into rocks. Simultaneously a 
near-by volcano emitted a lurid, sulphurous light, reveal- 
ing innumeraole ghastly specters near the capital. in 
order to appease the angry gods the Toltecs decided to 
ofter a human. sacrifice—the only one that ever stained 
their altars. A boy was selected from the multitudes. 
but when the knife was driven into his breast it was 
found that he was without a heart, and that there was ne 
blood in his veins. The fetid odor exhaled by the corpse 
bronght on a terrible pestilence, which destroyed count- 
less thousands of their race. Plagues, drouths, famine 
and war reaped their bloody harvest of victims. and ‘he 
regions Of Anahuac were visited by a rain of toads and a 
black cloud of locusts, which destroyed al! vegetable life 
and reduced the population over 90 per cent. Huemac 
now abandoned his diasipations, but placed upon the 
throne an illegitimate son, Acxith, which brought about 
arvother and more terrible revolution. Finally, in ex- 
treme disgust, the remnant of the race, with a few excep- 
tions, abandoned their cities and villages, and marched 
in a body toward the south. It is reasonable to believe 
that the few Toltecs who stayed behind constituted che 
tribe afterward known as the Tezcucans, for it is cer- 
‘aim that the people of Tezcuco—“the Athens of Aborigi- 
‘nal America” were infinitely superior to the Aztecs. 


As siated, there were thirteen prominent subordinate 
deities in the Mexican mythology, above all of which was 
the god Teot! (like the Greek god Theos:) but. like the 
Greeks and Romans, they worshiped and assortment of 
over 200 inferior household deities, though they were 
never propitiated by the priests. It was to the different 
gods of the first rank that the feasts and offerings were 
dedicated. Huitzilopochtli, the Mexican “Mars,” was the 
chief of this class, and temples were everywhere erected 
to him. Not only was. he considered the god of war, but 
was supposed to preside over the air and heaven. 
Countless hectacombs. of mén and children died upon his 
ajiars. In one temple, alone, a soldier of Cortez 
counted 163,000 human skulls—saved by the priests as 
mementos of their bloody feasts and ceremonies! “Huit- 
zilopochtli” means, literally, “a humming bird on the 
left side,” a name that was derived from the fact that 
the war gx! was supposed to wear on his left foot the 
wing of a humming bird) thie enabling him to travel 
through space, like Merciiry, with lightning-like rapid- 
ity. Like Mars and Odin, he carried in his right hand 
a spear, and in his left a shield, which made him invul- 
nerable and courageous. Like Minerva from the cra- 
nium of Jove, he sprang into birth full-formed, perfect 
and in armor clad, immediately taking up his weapons 
and marching against his opponents, plundering their 
dwellings and returning to the capital with his spoils. 
So strongly was this god worshiped that ft is claimed 
many religious fanatics frequently gave him their lives—

Many apparently-accidental circumstances cause great 
peaks and depressions to appear in the contours of the 
traffic curves. Look over the sheets from a university 


city, for example, and you will note how on a single , 


day in the aurumn months the telephone load will leap 
to a point. exceeding even that of Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 


[Inexplicable? No indeed! That means that it is the 


day of a footbail game, and that the excited manage- 
ment is busy al! the morning answering telephone calis 
from grafuates who have neglected up to the last mo- 
ment to get their tickets; and that, in the afternoon, 


newspaper correspondents are telephoning to the 


itors of newspapers in distant cities the details of the 
progress of the big game. Again, whenever a great 


convention is held—such as that of one of the politica: 


parties, or a religious denomination—there is always 
an immediate upward jump in the curve of the 2x- 
changes near which the gathering is in seasion. 

Certain fluctuatiofis at stated intervals can always 
be predicted by the traffic engineers. On Sundays 
throughout the year there is necessarily a great drop- 
ping off, and on most holidays. On the other hand. on 
the day before any holiday there is regularly a marked 
increase. Thus, just before Memorial Day people are 
ordering their flags and bunting and holiday dinners. 
Again, the third of July invariably presents the higa- 
est point of the summer months. : 

In varions ways the telephone curves are an index 
of the customs of the people in different communities. 
The daily routine of business men in different cities is 
revealed by telephone charts. The period of “maximum 
load.” as the engineers call it, varies considerably 
In the West it is ordinarily 
between nine and ten. In such an eastern city as Bos- 
ton, perhaps from half-past nine to half-past ten would 
best express it, while in New York it is between ten and 
eleven. 

In fact, examinations of the plotted curves of a num- 
ber of characteristic cities yield material for interest- 
ing comparisons. The East differs broadly from the 
West in that business men arrive at their offices la‘er, 
take less time for lunch at noon and get away earlier. 
in the afternoon. Study of an average daily curve vf 
the Broed-street office, New York, in the center of ‘he 
banking district, proves that business begins to grow 
about eight o'clock, but imcreases very slowly and does 
not reach ifs maximum until a little after ten. It stays 
up.at a high peak until shortly after twelve, when it 
drops to Hs lowest midway point at exactly one. Then 
it rises again very rapidly to another point, though 20t 
nearly so high as the former, shortly after three o'clock 
ip the afternoon. The curve signifies that New York- 


ere do the larger bulk of their business in the morn- 


ing hours, and thet a great many men do not come 
back to their cffices at all ‘n the afternoon. 

The curve >»f Boston almost exactly follows that of 
New York. with the single exception that the line in 
its upward trend begins to mount at least an hour 
earlier and siays longer at its maximum in the fore- 
noon. The lunch bour is apparently a little later in 
Beston than in New York, men finishing their noonday 
meal about two o'clock. The afternoon highest poini 
cceurs at almost exactly the same time as in New 
York. Though the loed begins to drop off a little laier, 
ji drops with greater rapidity, so that the downward line 
almost exactly coincides with that of the metropolis. 

Turning to Chicago one finds a very different story.

To take a 
single other item-—fog signals. They are bought for 
about ninepence a dozen, and on one fogzy day alone 
a big railway company running into London may uae 
some 30,000 eof them. ... 

As is well known, the fogs of London, lying low as the 
metropolis does in the Thames Valley, often do not 
extend beyond ite boundaries. While the Londpner 
gropes in “pea soup,” the sun a few miles away may be 
shining bright!y. Yet some fogs that envelop the n- 
tropolis may be, in a sense, universal. Three years ago 
ene such fog, very black in London, stretched from 
land’s End to Yorkshire, from Ireland to Germany. 

Naturally it is the amoun’ of coal refuse in the air 
above London that makes the fog there often of ao 
“rich” a quality. Here we glean some'idea of how vas‘ 
that quantity of smuis and sooty atoms is. An ordinary 
dwelling-house having, say, two fires going, spreads a 
tremendous quantity of smoky air around it daily— 
namely, eight and a half tons! Factory chimneys are 
supposed to be grave offenders in contaminating the air. 
But the total number of tons of smoky air poured ou! 
daily from the factories of London makes a compara- 
tively poor show when contrasted with the five-and-.- 
half million tons cloud of smoky air that is created Ly 
the Londoner’s domestic fireplace. 

How many foggy days does London have in a year’ 
The total, of course, varies greatly; and in latter years 
hac been usually less than the average. Some exper'x 
have ascribed this effect to the increased popularity of 
gaz stoves, making no smoke. Other deciare it to be 
simply “accident,” and promise that we shall “make wu!

orage was twenty fogs a year; but in the hard winter 
of 1873-80 there were forty-three fogzy days each witi- 
ter; but 1890-N had the record of fifty days of fox 
) Since then, foge, which kill off thousands of people each 
winter, have happily been less prevalent. One of the 
longest lasting fogs of which record has been kept oc- 
curred in December, 1879. With slight intervals of 
mere mistiness, it lasted from the beginning of the sec- 
ond week of that month until Boxing Day. 

All the particles of sooty matter that London's chim- 
neys send into the air become, in a fog, saturated wih 
mo.sture, and descend on to London again. 

London fogs are always productive of “incidents” 
Pickpockets then invariably reap a good haul. A win- 
ter or two back, some cattle being driven to market 
were lost in a London fog, and some of them were not 
fund until next morning. In nearly every thick Lona- 
don fog numbers of loaves of bread are stolen from 
bakers’ hand barrows while the men are on their rounds, 
Bui these, of course, are minor matiers.

An Interesting Spectacle. 


THE BRIGHT STAR ALDEBARAN 
OCCULTED BY THE Moon.

N Tuesday evening, December 20, at a little before 
half past 5 o'clock, the first magnitude star Alde- 
baran, in the eye of the angry Bull, will be instan- 
tameously extinguished. While there will be no visible 
cause for ite sudden annihilation. as the bright edge of 
the moon will not have reached it, yet its mysterious 
disappearance is capable of an asironomical explanation. 

There are peculiar features connected with this Oc- 
cultation that, if understood, should add a good deal 
to the interest and even to the beauty of the spectacle 
It is said that when Caspar Hauser, wha was confined 
from babyheod to the age of sevenieen in a narrow 
dungeon, was taken to a window which commanded a 
beautiful landscape filled wito flelds, gardens, a wind- 
ing stream and forest-covered hills, he turned from the 
view. with aversion. He bad no sense of perspective 
and no knowledge of scenery. He afierward explained 
that the seene which repelled him conveyed to his in- 
experienced mind the idea of a panel covered with un- 
meaning colors, without significance and confusing. 
Knowledge and imagination are the prerequisites of 
much that is beautiful and enjoyable in life. 

Next Thursday evening an intelligent person may 
chance to look from his eastern window and see (#o 
heavenly bodies in close proximity, and yet give the 
matter no further thought, yet if he were told that a 
mighty sun tas presently to suddenly vanish benind 
the invisible edge of the moon, and that it would re- 
appear an hour later, clinging like a gem to the eastern 
periphery of that orb, his interest in the event, unless 
his intellect was abnormally dull, would be keenly s'im- 
ulated. 

On the evening in question, soon after 5 o'clock, thera 
will gleam out from the eastern eky the brilliant galaxy 
of stars known from Bible times as the constellation of 
Orion. The three second-magnitude stars forming his 
jeweled belt point downward to unrivaled Sirius, and 
in the opposite direction te the Hyades cluster, of 


which the dominast member is the conspicuous red 


star Aldebaran—‘the follower’’—so named by the Ara- 
bians becauge it follows the Pleiades cluster, still nearer 
the zenith. 

Very near ibis red star, the distance being less ihan 
the moon's diameter, so cloge in fact thai it will at- 


} tract the attention of all observers, the moon wil! be 


seen advancing from the wesi as if to overwhelm this 
The moon will be nearly full—-bat 
not quite. A narrow strip of its eastern edge will be 
in shadow, and consequently invisible, thus giving ‘he 
illuminated surface a gibbous shape, the western rim 
being a clearly defined arc of a circle, but the eastern 
edge having a less sharply defined oval contour. 

At a quarter after 5 our satellite will be so close to 
Aldebaran that, as the space between the two objects 
rapidly diminishes, the motion of the moon wil! be 
quite perceptible. It must be borne in mind that ihe 
moon is speeding along in its orbit at the rate of three- 
fourths of a mile per second, accomplishing twice tne 
distance which separates Los Angeles from Long Beach 
every minute of time. This high velocity emabies it to 
complete a revolution of 1,455,000 miles around the earth 
in twenty-eight days, and to traverse an apparent path 


-among the stars entirely round the celestial sphere in 


the same time. The celestia] sphere being divided into 
°60 degs.. the moon passes over twelve degs., each 
twenty-four hours. This is four times the distance be- 
tween the two outer stars in the belt of Orion—the yard 
stick of the sky. 

But swiftly as the moon ifs rushing upon Aldebaran, 
its eastern visible edge will never reach that brilliant 
red star. Just as it seems about to overtake the star, 
the latter will suddenly and unaccountably disappear. 
There will be no gradual diminution of Aldebaran’s 
light; no chronometer, measuring hundredths of a sec- 
ond, can detect the slightest modification of its bril- 
liancy while passing from full first-magnitude to utter 


extinction. 
What has happened? The invisible, dark edge of the 


moon is in advance of the illuminated edge, and it hag 
passed between us and the star. Technically the star 
is occulted, that is, hidden: When an hour and eizht 
minutes has passed, about half past 6, it will be worth 
while to resume our vigils, for there will suddenly ap- 


pear on the western periphery of the moon, a jeweled 


pendent, of a deep garnet hue, forming a striking con- 
trast with the pale yellow rays of the moon. 


The beauty of this spectacle will be greatly enhanced, 


however, if we consider the intrinsic grandeur of the 
star which will be occulted. 
stupendous suns of the visible universe. According to 
E. W. Maunder of the Greenwich Observatory, its maas 
is 882 times that of our sun, and if its density is the 


Aldebaran is one of the 


sanre as the sun's, iis diameter is about 8,000,000 miles. 
If this great orb were no farther away from the earth 
than the monarch of our own system its disc would 
cover a section of the sky eighty times as great as that 
of the sun. Think of a great ball of fire of such vast 
dimensions, and of insufferable brilliancy, pouring its 
furnace of concentrated rays upon our globe. If sub- 
jected to such unmeasurable heat for even a few mo- 
ments, the surface of the earth would be burned to a 
crisp. 

Can we imagine what kind of a world system sur- 
rounds this giant sun? Yes, we get a hint in a dis- 
covery made by Sir William Herschel more than a 
century ago. His great reflector detected a faint star 
of the eleventh magnitude in the close proximity of 
Aldebaran, ani he assumed that it was @ companion 
revolving round the big star. But a score of years ago 
that sharp-eyed astronomer, 8. W. Burnham, discovered 
that Herschel'’s assumed companion is itself a double, 
and, what seems to spoil] the romance, eppears to be 
slowly drifting away from Aldebaran. Perhaps it is 
at an inconceivably greater distance, though optically 
close because nearly in ihe same line of sight. 

But if Burnham dispelled the pleasing illusion ‘he’ 
Herschel's double is a companion, he has made amen‘s 
by discovering a still closer siar, very faint, of ihe 
fourteenth magnitude, and has ascertained that it 65 
true orbital motion about its great centra] sun, Aide 
baran. But now we are able to do what Herschel pad 
not the data to accompliah, and that is, compute tho 
distance from the primary to its companion. Duriaz 
the past half century our astronomers have been able 
to measure the distance from the earth to some of the 
brighter stars, and among them that of Aldeberan. 

It has been found that this star is so far away that 
it takes light, which travels 156,000 miles per second, 
or 16,000,000,000 miles every twenty-four hours— 
it takes this swift-winged messenger thirty-eich: years 
te traverse the appallirg distance which separates us 
from Aldebaran. That distance being known. we find 
that Burnham’; fourteenth magnttude companion is ten 
times farther away from Aldebaran than our most! dis- 
tant planet. Neptune, is from the sun. We find. fur- 
thermore, that that dim companion is itself a veritable 
sun, shining with a splendor which, if equally near the 
earth, would give it a brilliancy 100 times greater than 
that of the bright star Rigel, in the foot of Orion. 


There is a circumstance which favors those residing 
on the western verge of the cantinent, on this particular 
occasion. The eccultation occurs almost in the gloam- 
ing of a California evening, at the very season whe« 
the days are shortest, and when the darkness of night 
comes on a! ar early hour. Now at Chicago the phe- 
nomenon will be witnessed two hours later—half past 
i—tlock time; and at Washington at half pas 
8 o'clock there. Bui this is owing to the difference 
in longitude, far, so far as absolute time is concerned, 
the occultation wil! be observed in those eastern cities 
and here ai nearly the same moment. 


, It may also be remarked that as the moon does nol 
move in preciesly the same path at every revolution. 
but varies its course stighily at every trip, it will be a 
long time, perhaps eighteen years, before we shal] have 
@ repetition of the beautiful spectacle that will be vouchi- 
safe to us next Tuesday evening—if the sky is clear.

Association,” in looking through Marco Polo's accoun: 
of his travels, found the following reference to “stones 
which are burned instead of wood:” 

“It may be observed, also, that throughout the whole 
province of Cathay there are a kind of black stones cut 
from the mountains in veins, which burn like logs. 
They maintain the fire better than wood. If you put 
them on in the evening they will preserve it the whole 
night, and will be found burning in the morning. 

“Throughout the whole of Cathay this fuel is used. 
They have also wood, indeed, but the stones are much 
less expensive.” 

This early reference to coal is of especial value be 
cause it shows that the Chinese possessed a knowledge 
of its use 600 years ago, before coal was much used fa 
Europe.—[Cassier’s Magazine,

OW and then, in my wanderings through the Blue 

Mountain Forest, I come upon a gigantic blackish-

The moose is chiefly an anima! of the northern woods. 
the southern jiimit of its range being the head of Green 
River, Wyoming. It is also tound in Northern Maine, 
New Brunswick, Southern Canada, Idaho, British Co- 


lumbia, Alberta, Athabasca, Yukon and Alaska. It is 
sirictly a dweller of the forest, seldom venturing ‘o 
treeless plains. It lives for the most pari by brows- 


ing on the leaves, twigs and bark of trees, particularly 
young trees.. In order to reach the top of tal! saplings 
the moose rears up against them, straddling them with 
hiv long legs and literally riding them down. He is 
fondest of birch, hemlock, alder, aspen, willow and ma- 
ple. He also eats mosses and lichens, but his legs ire 
so lone that when he wisnves to eat from the ground 
he is obliged to kneel. In summer he frequen! he 
shores of quiet, tree-bordered lakes and S'reams, where 
he eats the lily pads and splashes himself with water, 
| possibly to keep off the flies e 

| In May, the “cow,” as the female movse is calied, 
| gives birth to a long-legged, ungainly, tawny-colored 
| calf, to protect which the mother will fight any wood- 
land creature to the death. She has no antlers, but she 
| can use her great sharp hoofs with the skill of a prize 
fighter, and haa been known to pound to death a large 
black bear and fairly trample his body into the ground. 
The calf stays with nis mother tor two or three years, 
or until he wanders off to seek a mate for himself. One 
day last summer I came suddenly upon a cow moose 
standing knee-deep in a shallow pond, while from be- 
neath her neck her grotesque-looking calf peered oul 
| at me with eyes wide open, as if with astonishment. I 
hurried home and returned with a camera, but when 
I reached the spot they were gone. 

Like all American deer, the bu’! moose sheds and re- 
news his antlers every year. They become full-grown, 
| hard and sharp, about the first of October, the begin- 
n.ng of the breeding season. At this time of year the 
bulls are very savage, and not only fight furiously 
among themselves, but are apt to attack anything or 
anybody who comes in their way. The call of the “bull” 
is a long-drawn baw!, with several loud grunts at the 
end. If there is a cow within hearing she will answer 
with a low cry. and the “bull” will come forward to 
meet her. Hunters often take advantage of this fact 
and attract the “bull” by an Imitation of the call of 
the cow, executed on a cone-shaped horn made of birch 
bark. Lying concealed on the bank of a lake or 
stream they give out the call, and when the bull comes 
within range they shoot him. But as the trick Is usually 
played at night, and as the bull sometimes never gives 
any warning of his coming until he is almost on the 
spot, the sport is apt to be dangerous. The bull, at 
such a time, is ip no mood to be trifled with, and un- 
less the hunter is cool-headed and a good shot the moose 
is not only willing, but very able to kill him, and a 
dozen like him, if they happened to_be on the spot. 


Probably the largest moose of which there is reliable 
record was shot by Mr. Carl Rungius, the anima! 
painter, in New Brunswick in 1901. This great beast 
stood seven feet high at the shoulders, and the length 
of its head and body together was nine feet seven inches. 
The Alaskan moose have the largest antlers, and one 
pair from an animal shot on the Kenal Peninsula has 
a spread of seventy-eight and a half inches, and has 
thirty-four points. With the dry skull to which they 
are Attached these antlers weigh ninety-three and a 
quarter pounds, a weight which nothing but an ani- 
ma! of gigantic sirength could carry at top speed over 
the roughest ground and through thickly-wooded coun- 
(Ty. 


In the winter, when the snow is deep, the moose. 
sometimes several families together, will gather in a 
certain section of woodland and be breaking out pa'hbs 
for themselves over a space of perhaps several acres. 
form what is known as a “yard,” where, if not disturbed, 
they may stay for weeks together. But the moose !s 
able to travel well at all seasons, and even in deep 
snow his long legs enable him to move at a pace which

will astonish any hunter who tries to run him down 


on snow shoes. 


A wild, free Mfe is the only one which a moose can 
live and thrive. In captivity it is much less nervous 
than most deer, and !s disposed to be gentle and even 
affectionate. But as a rule it will live but a short time, 
even though it gets the same foud which it had in its 


‘Bative woods. It may appear to relish its food, but it 


will grow to no great size, and in a short time will 
probably die of inflammation of the stomach. 
This is one of the noblest wild animals in the world, 


and it should be given adequate protection th ghou:t 
Me range.

AN AMERICAN THE Firsr FOREIGN 
LECTURER ADMITTED. 


- - From the London Daily News. 


WENTY minutes past four o'clock—half an hour 
T and ten minutes before the advertised time—a large 
crowd stand patiently before the closed door of the 
Salle Turgot, in the Sorbonne. Presently a beadle ap- 
pears on the scene. Why don't they open, he was asked. 
“Why.” how could he tell. The beadle referred his 
questioner to a printed notice pasted up at the end of 
a jong passage. The bill merely stated that Prof. Bar- 
rett Wendeil’s inaugural lecture would be delivered on 
Ssturday. Yet Thursday had been announced in the 
papers and by the university authorities! So the crowd 
waited. 
Fresh arrivals by the dozen, also besieging the Salle 
Turzot. Each man or woman, baggy-trousered student, 
young lady, goes straight for the beadle. The beadle 
grows impatient, grows hot and flushed, grows desper- 
aie. He waves his arme. “See the notice at the® ond 
o? the passage.’ They see it and come back in a rush. 
They surround the beadle. A mistake? Mon dieu, bow 
can he teil? It may be a mistake of the journalists— 
“ces journalistes execrables”--who, if they know how 
to read, have. not taken the trouble to read the notice, 
anc so have Jeceived theepublic. 


Still they come! Why is not the door -—? “Mon 
dieu"--and the beadle seeks refuge in flight. How sim- 
‘ple it would have been to have put up a notice on the 
door of the Turgot Hal! itself. In London the papers 

would next morning have been filled with indignant 
letters. Bunt from the good-natured, patient, philo- 
sophic Parisian public not a word of complaint.

A buzz of satisfaction—and of 
something like mutual admiration. 

. But little English did I hear spoken, either outside 
or here, from my post in the front row right oppo- 
site the lecturer's chair. The large audience was chiefly 
French. 

4 burst of applause when Prof. Barrett Wendell, cf 
Harvard University, U.S.. accompanied by the Amer- 
ican Ambassador and members of the university, 1p- 
pears on the platform. For Mr. Barret Wendel! is the 
first foreign professor whom the Sorbonne has invited 
to lecture within its own walls, not in French, but in 
his own language. 

“We open our doors to the students of al! nations.” 
seys M. Croisset, doyen of the Faculty of Letters, speak- 
ing in French. “But Prof. Wendell is our first foreien 
lecturer. Twice a week for the next five months he 
will lecture to us in English. After which he will make 
a four among our .provincial universities.” And ne 
teen explains the origin of this new departure in the 
history of the illustrious Sorbonne. and expresses the 
hope that the innovation may strengthen the “entente” 
between France and America, and even help the frater- 
Lizing process now observable between the world’s lea4- 
‘ng nations. The first essential, M. Croisset remarks. 
is that the nations understand each other. and so Prof. 
Wendell has chosen as the subject of his lectures, 
“American Character, and the Origin and Development 
of the American Nation, as Shown in American Litera- 
ture.”’ 

The new leciureship in the Sorbonne is the latest de- 
velopment of the “Hyde Foundation.” If the experi- 
ment succeeds—as Saturday's inauguration indicates 
that it will, brilliantly, too—the lectureship will be made 
permanent. 

It is nearly ten years since Mr. James Hyde, a distin- 
fuished student of Harvard, bethought him of accom- 
plishing for his fellow-countrymen what he now hopes 
—with the assistance of the Sorbonne—to achieve for 
France. In Harvard he founded a chair the occupants 
of which should be Frenchmen, lecturing in their own 
language. Among the distinguished French scholars 
and men of letters who have crossed the Atlantic to 
deiiver their five or six-months’ course of lectures are 
MM. Brunetié, Doumic, Edouard Rod, Mabilleau, An- 
aiole Leroy-Beaulieu, Brentano, and René Millet. The 
principal American colleges—Yale, Chicago, Hertford, 
Baltimore, Washington, Princeton, Providence, 3an 
Francisco and several others—have followed the exam- 
ple of Harvard.’ 

To introduce the corresponding movement in France, 
P:of. Barrett Wendell has received from the head of 
Harvard University a year’s leave of absence. 


Mr. Wendell took his Parisian audience captive at 
the start. Love Paris, know and appreciate the Freach 
language and literature, attach" prime importance to 
the intellectual side of things, to ideas. and you can do 
anything with your intelligent, amiable Parisian. So 
there was a burst of applause when Mr. Wendell began 
by saying that if there was in the world a Spot where 
a teacher, a man of letters, should feel proud to stand, 
i: was the very spot from which he was addressing 
his audience. Por was not the University of Paris the 
mother cf universities, the fountain head of European— 
and, therefore, of American—culture? I fancy some 
learned Britisner may ask Mr. Wendell where Charin- 


nagne got his first.teachers from. Harvard, the old- 
est American university, founded in 1642, might tract 
her origin to Oxford and Cambridge. But where did 
Oxford and Cambridge spring from? Was it not from 
Paris, the illuminating center of medieval Europe? 
More applause, repeated and repeated, not boisterously, 
but in decorously enthusiastic Parisian style, when Mr. 
Barrett Wendell went on to say that a “native Amer- 
ican” felt more at home in .rance than in England, in 
Paris than in London. The “native American cannot 
help feeling so; there are historical reasons which neces- 
sarily determine his choice. The choice is not a matter 
of social fashion; it has its roots in the past, in the 
characier and the origin of the ‘native American.’ To 
the ‘native American’ the Englishman is a foreigner.” 
His treatment of this point occupied nearly the whole 
of Mr. Barrett Wendell's inaugural address. A most 
interesting argument it was. By “native Americans” 
the speaker meant the descendents of the early and 
earlier settlers of Virginia and New England. The 
early settlers—of mature age in the early years of tae 
seventeenth century—were, in reality. sixteenth cen- 
tury Englishmen. They were Elizabethans. They saw, 
or could have seen, Shakespeare hundreds of times. 
And only think what it meant to be an Elizabethan! 
It meant being gifted with buoyancy, the ardour, tae 
infinite hopefulness, the adventurous spirit, the curio- 
sity in the unknown, the courage, the simplicity 
—in the fine sense—of youth. This characteristic 
of the Elizabethan age the “native Americans” have 
retained, said the lecturer, throughout their three cen- 
turies of history. The polyglot, polyethnic inrush from 
Europe has not swamped this original element in the 


American people. On the oontrary, this element 
acts like a powerful solvent upon the immigra- 
tion, absorbing it, assimilating it through the 


organs of Fnglish literature, English speech, and insti- 
tuions. It is he primitive, the Elizabethan character- 
istic, inherited by the “native American”—his hospital- 
ity to ideas, his love of ideas for their own sake, ais 
passion for universal education, his intellectual cour- 


Revo- 
lutionary sympathies and alliances count for much.

Heavy Alfalfa Feeding. 

HE American Beet Sugar Company at Chino wili 
T plant about 350 acres of its land to alfalfa this win- 

ter. The company allows the alfalfa to stand three 
years, when it is plowed under and the land turned 
again to beets. It ts the intention to seed about this 
much land to alfalfa every year, thus superseding the 
old plan of summer faliow and rotation-of crops. it 
would be well for aome of these beet companies to iry 
a leguminous crop of some kind in soil inoculated with 
the new nitrogen bacteria which the Agricultural De- 
partment is vending out for trial to thousands of far- 
mers. Beet crowing is very exhausting to the soil, Lui 
I believe herein lies the remedy for soil impoverishment 
that will bring back these fields to their first degree of 
richness and probably make them richer than they ever 
were. 


Large Tomato Vines. 


LATE | issue of the Scientific American has the pic- 
"he of what is supposed to be the largest tomato 
\ines The vines are growing in the yard of F. J. 
lates at Pasadena, and have reached the wonderful 
height of 30 fect. making all this marvelous growth since 
last May. 'The plants are of the Ponderosa variety, and 
they are still growing and fruiting. They have had no 
special care or cultivation, but just keep a-moving as 
if they were given unusual attention. The trunks of 
these tomato trees are one and one-third inches in di- 
ameter, the foliage thick and luxuriant, and at all times 
hac had blossoms, green and-_ripe tomatoes at the same 
time. Enormouz quantities of fruit has been picked 
dvring the season, and it was of unusual size and fine 
flavor. When the Scientific American publishes big 
things about California, investigation shows that they 
are true. But that journal gets hoaxed when it attempts 
to exploit the large products of Colorado, as was the case 
in publishing the picture of a potato from the Centen- 
nia) State three or. four feet long and weighing about 
100 pounds. I kave seen tomato plants four years old, 
still in good pearing condition, but none that approached 
the Pasadena specimen in Its six months’ growth. 


Arid, Semi- arid and Humid Regions. 


HE delayed rainfall, ll, the claims of the rainmaker and 
the general interest all Californians have in malt'ers 
relating to irrigation justifies a statement as to the ap- 
plication of terms relating to humidity. The humid 
region is all that portion of the country lying east of 
and including the line of States running from the Gulf 
of Mexico to Canada—Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, 
lowa and Minnesota. The eastern third of Texas, haif 
of Kansas, a small strip of Nebraska and a corner of 
Scuth Dakota are included in this region, as are North- 
ern Idaho, Western Montana and the North Pacific 
Coast. The semi-arid territory is a broad strip running 
through the center of Texas, Indian Territory, Kansas, 
Nebraska, South and North Dakota. The arid region 
covers all of Nevada, Arizona and New Mexico and the 
greater portion of California, Utah, Colorado, Montana 
and Wyoming. Immense areas in Oregon, Washington, 
Texas, Idaho and Montana are also arid. The arid re- 
gion includes about two-fifths of the area of the country, 
all lands not receiving an average rainfall of 20 inches 
beipg claseed as arid. During years of excessive moist- 
ure the sub-humid region reaches pretty well up to the 
fcai of the Rocky Mountains, receding almost to the 

Mississippi River in seasons of rainfall scarcity. 


Stock Interests. 


HE tremendous investments in annual husbandry 

in this country are not realized by the people of the 
cities and other centers of population. Were the milch 
cows and other cattle divided among.the inhabitants, 
almost every man, woman and child in the United States 
could drive nome an animal. There are 64,000,000 
sheep, 47,000,000 hogs. Three domestic fowls for every 
humen inhabitant, and the total value ef these farm ani- 
mals would pay the national debt at ijs highest figures. 
They were worth §3,119,000,000. But this is more than 
money value. It is a large portion of the food supply 
of the nation. The reports of 1908 show that the health 
of these vast herds is better than that of the animals of 
the Old World. The increage of our live stock wealth 
has excited the admiration of the world, and. justifies 
its treatment from the broadest economic siandpoint. 
The Twelfth Report of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
is just out, and should be read by everyone interested in 
the production of meats throughout the country.

Attack on Grout Law. 


AIRYMEN of the Southwest will be interesied in tie 

decision of the oleomargarine manufacturers to figat 
the law which bas placed a tax of 10 cents a pound upon 
colored oleo. The combine has already sent circulars to 
jig members asking for contributions with which to 
maintain a lobby at Washington to secure the repeal 
of the Grout law. That the oleo men are getting in 
jine to attempt special legislation is certain, and the far- 
mers should follow these fellows closely. Were it not 
for the beef interests the oleo makers would have little 
support. But where beef fat and several kinds of oil 
waste may be turned into “butter” by the repeal of a 
jaw you may Le sure there will be plenty of helpers to 
that end. The beef producers should confine their al- 
tention for a while toward the breaking up of the big 
trust. If the producers are aliowed a reasonable protit 


upon their meats there would be less incentive to the 
selling of beef fats at butter prices. The farmers should 
instruct their representatives to oppose the proposed 
agitation for the repeal of the Grout law.

Massachusetts bas spent princely sums 
in the’attempt to exterminate this dreadful pest which 
is denuding and destroying the forest and park trees of 
a large portion of the State. It is a nasty visitor, falling 
upon the hats and clothing of the people as they go 
about. It is beyond fathoming why anyone who knows 
about the work of this insect should take the risk of its 
introduction here upon plants ordered from the infected 
districts. Why could not every variety of plant be ob- 
tained elsewhere and not run the terrible risk of fasten- 
ing such a calamity upon the trees of California? Our 
shade trees and forestry have enough ills to contend 
with, and no one who is a friend of the State will risk 
increasing them,

Are They Frauds? 


FARMER who'ls most anxious to see the rain [all- 

ing asks me to state whether the past work of ihe 
rainmaker justifies the hope that the present efforis to 
induce precipitation will be successful, and whether ihe 
rainmaker is a fraud. Seientists have held to the the- 
ory that precipitation could be induced by artificial 
means, and we know that heavy bombarding is often 
followed by rainfall. Yet hundreds of efforts to pro- 
duce rain with chemicals have failed, and hundreds of 
batiles have been fought without the following of 
siorms. No, (he alleged rainmakers are not frauds, for 
they believe in their own methods, and usually make no 
misrepresentations to their “clients.” ‘But they get the 
money and do pot make it rain. The movements of the 
great rain+bearing strata of air originate in the Pacific 
Ocean, and travel eastward over the whole coun'ry. 
Encountering the mountain passes that parallel the 
coast they are forced upward and cooled. In the winter 
they deposit most of their moisture among the moua- 
tains and continue eastward as dry winds, giving the 
arid character to the great plains. In the summer, how- 
ever, when the mountains have become relatively warm 
the moisture-laden winds from the Pacific pass over 
them without leaving their moisture, making drouth 
upon the coast and summer rains in the interior. The 
path of these great water-laden sirata is modified by the 
weight of the air interfering, so rain becomes certain if 
the areas of pressure force the moist atmosphere in-a 
certain direction, ahd impossible unless these conditions 
prevail. So illimitable are the cubic contents of air 
concerned in these movements that the letting off of all 
the explosions, the liberating of al! the gases, would 
have as much effect as the dropping of a pebble in the 
Pacific Ocean. People who believe differently should 
pul their money imto the storm-breeding schemes as fast 
as dare: are offered, for we need rain.

The latter are rapid'y 
whirling perforated brass recepiacies, which by cen- 
trifugal force throw the water from the wet garmenis 
into an outside casing. 

All the clothes are dried in a specially-prepared dry- 
ing-room, which is heated by steam to a temperature 
of 219 deg. 

« The Clothes are carried through this room on an w- 
tomatic conveyer, which trayels in an unending circle 


from moisture. 
The goods that are net to be starched are taken to 
bic machines called mangles. These are monster iron- 
ing contrivances, and have a capacity of 15,000 separate 
nieces in one working day. They are large enough to 
iron sheets and table cloths, and their control is sw 
crranged that even small towels may be put through 
them ‘safely. * 

The starched work goes through another process. It 
is automatically dampened with starched and put 
through curious and expensive machinery, to come out 
ai the other end handsomely done up. A new machine 
which the Munger Company has just added is designed 
tu prevent coliars from breaking at the points where 
they bend, and it has proved to be an entire success. 
This one machine, it is estimated, will double the iife 
ef a collar. 

For work of special fineness and requiring careful >x- 
ecution the Munger Company has organized a hand- 
work department. This department is devoted espe- 
cially to the doing up of dress skirts and stock work, 
which require unusually careful treatment. 

G. M. Munger, Jr., is at the head of the local branch, 
and devotes his personal attention to the details of the 
bveiness.

The newer fashion of wearing the hair 
over the nape of the neck is far more graceful, but !s 
unhygienic, because it tends to heat the cerebellum, 
which is the seat of the sexua! feelings. The main evil 
with pads and bustles is that they overheat portions 
of the body and enervate them. Bustles are also bad, 
because they press on the delicate lower part of the 
spine. 

In regard to soaps, there is an immense variety of 


expended in advertising some of them they must be as 
profitable to the makers as baking powders. There Is 
not much to cnoose between among the better class of 
totlet soaps. The cheap ones should be avoided. The 
cditor prefers a soap made of vegetable oil. It is not 
a very pleasant idea to rub one’s face with a product 
made from the fai of animais that are often diseased, 
even if it has been thoroughly purified by fire. The 
editor prefers » good olive-oil soap, or a good Oastile 
soap. “or antiseptic purposes there should be used 
orce or twice a day same such soap as tar soap, or *ar- 
bolic soap. or the “Ovo,” an excellent local product 
It is rather expensive, but fs worth Its cost.

Care of the Teeth—By M. G. Jenison, M.0.—1. 


O properly digest your food you must masticair it 

thoroughly. To masticate your food thoroughty 
you must have good teeth. Hence the care of the teeth 
is an importaat branch of the care of the body. The 
following is the first of a series of three articles on ‘the 
teeth. contributed to The Times by Dr. M. G. Jenison, 
a retiged dentist, residing in Los Angeles: 

“One of the perfect plans of the Creator is exempil- 
fied in the eruption, arrangement and functions of the 
teeth. Their development begins at a very early period 
of embryonic life, but not until the child has reache! 
an age when its system seeme to require more subsian- 
tial food than it has been receiving from maternal 
sources do the teeth begin to appear in the dental arch, 
ready to perform the services for which they were in- 
tended. 

“Usually, by the twenty-fourth month, all the tempo- 
rary teeth are in position. By the twelfth year the ten 
temporary teeth in each jaw have been replaced by ihe 
permanent ones. The location of the temporary molars 
arc taken by the bi-cuspids, while posteriarly appear 
six larger molars. Thus, when all the thirty-two pet- 
manent teeth are in their proper position, the cuspids 
will aid in tearing, or separating the food, the incisors 
in cutting it, the bi-cuspids begin the grinding process 
which the molars, or grinders, carry on to completion, 
while the muscles of the cheek and tongue keep the 
‘food between the occluding surfaces of the teeth and 
help to incorporate with it the saliva, so when it finally 
parses on to the stomach it is properly prepared for 
digestion. 

“From their position’ at the beginning of the alimen- 
tary canal, where they have such important duties to 
perform, the tceth should receive more thougnatful con- 
sideration than is ofit@én accorded them. The care of the 
teeth really begins about the seventh month, when the 
joyful announcement is made that “baby has a tooth,’ 
and fortunate is the child who gets the twenty tempo- 
tary teeth in position without trouble of greater or 
lesser severity. There is usually an irritation as well 
as reflex nervous action, producing, it may be, merely 
local irritation on the little patient, or more serious 
conditions may develop, from which life is often sa:n- 
ficed. The treatment of these cases may be both local 
and systemic. The use of a rubber ring, or other hard 
substance for the child to bite on, or occasional pres- 
sure of the finger will ald in the eruption of the toota, 
bu! in the more severe cases the use of the lancet is 
advisable. Stomach and bowel troubles, which so [re- 
quentiy result, may be due to nervous reflex action. in- 
creased, it may be. by an excessive quantity and ap- 
norma! quality of the fluids of the mouth. The anti- 
septic condition of the oral cavity should have careful 
attention. 


“The child should be taught that the cleansing of ‘ts 
teeth is as important as the washing of the face and 
hands, and should be done as regularly. At an early 
age this may be accomplished with a soft cloth, carried 
over the finger, but later it had better be done witha 
small soft brush. 

“The decidious teeth are often neglected, ‘as they 
will go in a little while, anyway.’ They should re- 
ceive careful attention, and thus avoid the chain of 
evils that come from their neglect, among which is the 
suffering from toothache, digestive troubles, et cetera, 
while their premature or delayed removal will fre- 
quently cause irregularities of the permanent teeth. 
The decidious teeth should be filled when they require 
it, for which purpose the plastic fillings are preferable, 
and if the operation is not quite so thorough as would 
be deemed advisable In the permanent teeth, it is not 
a serious objection. An important consideration is to 
firmly establish the confidence of the little patient, that 
they may better appreciate the necessity for having 
their teeth properly cared for and in féeling their den- 
tist is their friend, not one who delights in torturing 
pecple, as he is sometimes thoughtleasly represented to

Osteopathy has been quite successful in the diagnosis 
of disease, but it is difficult to learn, and as the author 
oi this book says, only a few are endowed wiih the ‘ine 
instinctive eense of touch necessary for making an \!1- 
failing 4 Osis. 

The aes ascribes the discovery of the diagnosis 
of the eye to a Hungarian named Ignaz Peczely, about 

’ fifty years ago. This, however, is not 90, although he 

may have perfected the practice. When he was in 
Los Angeles recently the editor brought up this subject 
with Dr. Hanieh, who stated that in Persia, where, ow- 
ing to the climatic conditions, sheep are readily af- 
flicted with lung diseases, it has for centuries been ‘he 
habit of shepherds to examine the eyes of the sheep. 
and that by so doing they are able to decide whether 
the animal is affected and what part of the lung is ‘lis- 
eased. Indeed, the author of this book mentions that 
in a book probably published 300 years ago he found 
instructions given to shepherds to judge of the disease 
of the sheep in this manner. This, therefore, shows 
that there is foundation for the theory—also that, as 
Golomon said, “There is nothing new under the sun”’— 
but whether it is poasible to develop this practice into 
such minute -letail as that described by the author of 
this book the editor is not prepared to say. According 
to the book one may not only discover exactly what 
ailments a person is suffering from, but what caused 
them. Also, ft is affirmed that drugs and operations 
leave their marks upon the iris of the eye. 

The four tenets of this doctrine are set forth by the 
author as follows: 

(1.) All new-born children of healthy parents have 
biue eyes. -(This, as the duthor shows elsewhere, ap- 
plies to the Caucasian race.—Ed.] 

(2.) The more the color of the originally-blue eye 
changes, often partly (for instance, into yellow- 
brown until y black,) the more the body of 
the respective individual is incumbered with morbid 
matter or diseased. Consequently a person can be sick 
without having pains, etc., because sickness is not a 
condition, but a process. 

(3.) Persons whose eyes have changed in the manner 
elated above, get lighter and even blue eyes again. Un- 
der circumstances the color changes only in ceriain 
paris. This change is always effected in the same de- 
gree as the morbid matter has been expelled from the 
Dody. 

(4.) Blue-eyed parents ‘ho suffered from scabits 
(itch) often beget brown-eyed children, or at least al- 
ways children whose iris is completely surrounded by 
a blackish rim, which the diagnosis from the eye calls 
“scur{ rim.” 

Dr. Lane states that the key given in this book is the 
reeult of thousands of investigations. The book con- 
tains a large number of diagrams, showing the marks 
said to be made upon the eye by various abnormal] con- 
ditions. It is claimed that in this manner dormant dls- 
_@ases may be traced which it would be absolutely im- 
possible to discover in any other manner. 

Here is a bold statement, to which many will (ake 
eaception: “The history of the world teaches us thal 
the blue-eyed men and women are superior to the others 
in every respect.” 

About half the work is devoted to articles on the nat- 
aural method of healirfg* such as diet, air and sun, 
baths, cold-water treatments, etc. The author is evi- 
dently a homeopath, but apart from that his ideas on 
hygiene are eminently sound. Some exceptions may 
be taken, however, to a few statements made by him. 
For instance, in discussing the feeding of children the 
author says: “If the infant is fed with cow's mlik it 
should be given uncooked and undiluted, as it contaiue 
lesz solid nourishment than mother’s milk. The thin- 
ning of the milk is always burdening the digestive or- 
fans, and causes catarrh of the stomach and inies- 
tines.” 

This is wrong. Of course, the best thing to do ie al- 
ways to feed the infants mother’s milk, when it is pos- 
sible—provided the mother is healthy—but sometimes 
that cannot be done. Then the milk of cows, asses, 
goats and other animals has to be used, unless some 
vegetable-milk substitute is adopted. But the cow's 
milk cannot be fed to infants without any change, for 
although it contains essentially the same elements as 
mecther’s milk, they are not in the same proportions. 
There are few infants that can digest cow’s milk unless 
i: is changed. It is as reasonable to feed an infant un- 
diluted cow's milk as it would be to feed a fawn ele- 
phant’s milk. 

In another place the author strongly denounces ‘he 
practice of circumcision, which has become quite pop- 
ular of late among others than Jews. It is true that 
if the proper precautions are taken at birth circumcis- 
fon is unnecessary, but in some cases, where this has 
neglected, it becomes a helpful surgical opera- 
- The author properly denounces the general practice 
of “local treatments,” instead of going to the cause of 
the disease. On this subject he says: 


“Under no conditions can we therefore approve vf 
the practice of so-called specialists, because our diag- 
nosis clearly and distinctly shows that local treatment 
1s entirely inadequate, and that only by living in per- 
fect harmony with nature can permanent health and 
vigor be restored. The nomenclature of the various 
@iseases is therefore of secondary importance. They 
may serve to confuse the patient, but they will never 
enlighten or benefit him. The vocabulary of the old

suffering humanity. IM is astonishing what southing 
influence such ponderous words sometimes have upon 
otherwise intelligent people. The patient asks: ‘What 
is the namé of my disease, doctor?’ With the usual pro- 
fessional solemnity the latter answers: ‘You are suffer- 
ing from rheumatism, neurasthenia,’ etc.—and the pa- 
tient feels greatly relieved, for he knows now what his 
pains mean in Greek, and is probably satisfied with a 
Latin prescription.” 

The author objects to all internal flushing whether of 
the colon or of the vagina This is another extreme 
view. The flushing of the colon, to cleanse the bows2is, 
or in case of conetipation, is an excellent and helpful 
thing, but Kh should not be made a regular practice. 

The dangerous frequency of surgical operations is 
strongly denounced by the author. He claims that op- 
erations have given rise to a number of serious dis- 
eases which did not formerly exist. He gives the fol- 
lowing short resumé of reports of medical and surgical 
authority: 

“(1.) Serious mental derangements often appear in 
consequence of operations in persons whose family no 
hereditary incumbrance of the brain can be traced. 

“(2.) The functional derangements are noticed more 
frequently after the removal of parts of the sexual! >r- 
gans than of other parte of the body. 

“(3.) Operations are the cause of insanity, which 
is especially apt to develop in highly-irritable indi- 
viduals. 

“(4.) Irritability is a condition which should never 
be overlooked by surgeons, and only absolute necessi'y 
can excuse an operation in such cases. 

“(5.) Insanity after operations is more frequent than 
is generally believed.” 

As stated, this book furnishes an interesting and im- 
pertant contribution to the literature of hygiene. It 
should be read by all who are interested in this sub- 
ject, not only for the sake of the special branch upon 
which it treats, »ut for the many excellent suggestions 
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Warts. 
L. O. L. asks: “What ig the cause of warts com- 
ing on the bead, in the hair? What will destroy 
them?” 

Half a dozen varieties of warts are recognized. includ- 
ing one article that is usually found on the scalp. 
Warts are undoubtedly due to a certain morbid or mias- 
mic condition of the system, which produces an abnormal! 
and unhealthy condition of the skin. 

If the wart is small, it may be cured by touching it 
with the end of a stick which has been dipped in strong 
acetic acid. The application should be made several 
times a day, until it is destroyed. If large and old, dp- 
ply nitric acid in the same way. Lunar caustic and 
caustic potash may also be used. 

It is known that a piece of lemon, bound on a corn, 
will remove that. It might be a good thing to try in the 
case of warts. All these remedies should be used with 
care. The homeopaths have a remedy which is said to 
be effective in almost all cases, namely, the daily out- 
ward application of tincture of thuja, which is the medi- 
cal name for a North American tree, arbor vitae. The 
homeopaths administer the same internally 3x. This of 
course is a drug. 

It should be remembered, however, that all these 
things merely remove the effect, not the cause. Warts 
will again return, unless you get at the cause, by obey- 
ing the laws of health, and getting your system into 
good order. 

Here is a suggestion in regard to the cure of warts. 
from an interesting and valuable book, “The Diagnosis 
From the Eye”: 

“I also wish to point out that warts, corns, etc., are to 
be regarded as diseases, and have to be treated as such. 
We have observed how the wrong treatment of these 
evils by caustics, erasion, excision, etc., was followed by 
serious other ailments, for instance, jaundice. All such 
morbid thickenings of the skin are removed without 
danger by the following simple remedy: Cut an onion 
through the middle, and put ft In vinegar for twenty- 
four hours. Take off the single coats and tie one on the 
surface of the corn during the night. After repeating 
this every evening for one week, the thickening can be 
removed painlessly.” 

Chewing. 
N English writer declares that, if people continue 
to eat soft food, and not chew the food, the human 
race will before long have no teeth, but merely a hole in 
the mouth, to shovel predigested food into. There is not 
a little basis of truth fn this assertion. The boiting of 
food, so common in this country, is undoubtedly one of 
the leading causes of the dyspepsia which is so common.
